MAYOR   OF  NAvSHUA,   N.  H. 

At  the  Inauguration  Exercises  of  the  Sixty-Third  City 
Government  of  the  City  of  Nashua. 
January  ist,  1916. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

We  have  been  selected  by  the  votes  of  our  fellow  citizens  to  take 
up  the  responsibilities  of  the  administering  of  Nashua's  affairs  for 
the  next  two  years.  These  responsibilities  are  many  and  we  should 
approach  this  duty  with  the  firm  determination  to  give  thoughtful 
energetic  and  faithful  service  in  return  for  the  confidence  and 
trust  reposed  in  us.  Nearly  every  member  of  this  Board  has  had 
experience  in  the  managing  of  city  affairs  and  the  citizens  have 
a  right  to  expect  best  results  from  this  entering  administration. 

It  is  our  duty  to  strictly  adhere  to  the  policy  of  conducting 
business  on  business  principles, — to  subordinate,  absolutely,  every 
partisan  interest,  and  to  refuse  our  support  to  measures  which  do 
not  originate  with  the  common  welfare  in  mind.  We  are  elected 
to  serve  all  the  citizens  of  Nashua,  not  any  party  or  fraction,  po- 
litical or  otherwise  Our  actions  should  be  guided  by  economy, 
and  by  economy  I  mean  the  careful  expenditure  of  money  so  that 
whenever  any  enterprise  is  undertaken  or  any  purchase  made  it 
will  prove  of  advantage  and  that  the  result  may  become  an  asset 
to  the  city. 

The  one  great  essential  for  the  successful  management  of  a 
city's  affairs  is  co-operation  and  confidence  in  the  motives  and 
principles  of  one  another.  It  is  impossible  for  one  alone  to  ac- 
complish much.  He  must  have  the  assistance  of  his  fellow  work- 
ers and  the  success  of  this  administration  will  not  be  attained  by 
me,  nor  by  you,  but  through  our  united  efforts  backed  by  an  in- 
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terested  and  appreciative  public  moved  by  the  impulse  to  suggest, 
not  criticise,  to  assist  not  to  impede.  It  is  necessary  that  each 
department  zealously  and  critically  study  its  own  needs  and  strive 
to  obtain  the  greatest  return  for  its  expenditures.  In  making 
requests  for  appropriations  the  temptation  is  likely  to  exist  to 
make  demands  regardless  of  the  interests  of  other  departments 
and  this  should  be  avoided  and  the  essentials  should  be  first  con- 
sidered, and  the  embellishments  made  afterward  if  funds  are 
available. 

It  is  not  necessary  at  this  time  to  review  and  discuss  the  work 
of  the  different  departments.  I  urge  them  to  immediately  pre- 
pare and  deliver  their  respective  reports,  and  in  the  perusal  and 
study  of  the  same  you  will  more  intelligently  understand  their 
needs  and  requirements.  I  know  that  the  heads  of  the  depart- 
ments will  welcome  your  most  careful  interest  in  their  affairs,  and 
it  will  materially  assist  you  in  acquiring  accurate  knowledge  to 
obtain  their  views  as  to  the  carrying  on  of  their  work. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  received  encouragement  and  co- 
operation from  all  who  have  been  associated  with  me  in  the  con- 
duct of  the  city's  business,  and  I  express  my  appreciation  of  and 
gratitude  for  the  courtesy  and  good  will  which  they  have  shown 
at  all  times. 

An  honest  endeavor  has  been  made  to  keep  within  the  amount 
appropriated  for  each  department  and  the  result  is  shown  in  the 
fact  that,  outside  the  emergency  and  unforeseen  demands,  the: 
expenditures  have  been  well  within  the  amounts  appropriated.

The  value  of  the  sinking  fund  securities  and  cash  on  hand  this 
day  is  $150,211.99,  leaving  a  net  debt  of  $636,796.92  owed  by  the 

City. 

The  Citv  owns  property  the  appraised  value  of  which  is  $1,- 

564,665.50. 

Under  the  present  system  of  accounting  all  bills  are  paid  and 
charged  against  the  various  appropriations  during  the  year  in 
which  they  are  contracted  and  therefore  all  outstanding  floating 
ndebtedness  of  the  city  is  charged  off  and  the  books  balanced  be- 
fore this  statement  was  made  up. 

A  more  detailed  statement  will  be  later  submitted  to  you. 

In  compliance  with  the  charter,  a  system  of  accounting  has 
been  installed  which,  when  in  full  operation,  wil  tend  to  more 
fullv  determine  the  correct  status  of  our  assets  and  liabilities,  and 
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to  place  the  Departments  in  such  a  position  as  to  work  more  un- 
itedly, and  consequently  produce  much  better  results. 

In  making  the  budget  for  this  year  the  following  recommenda- 
tions made  in  the  recent  report  of  the  Auditor  will  be  heeded  and 
thus  establish  a  new  basis  of  operation. 

A  controlling  budget  should  be  prepared,  based  on  correct  esti- 
mates, prior  to  the  annual  assessment,  and  no  additional  appro- 
priations made  unless  revenue  is  received  from  some  unexpected 
source. 

That  appropriations  should  be  made  sufficient  to  cover  the 
maintenance  expenses  of  each  department,  and  all  receipts  taken 
by  the  City  and  used  for  the  reduction  of  the  tax  levy. 

No  appropriation  over-drafts  should  be  allowed  and  no  transfers 
of  appropriation  between  departments  except  for  actual  services 
rendered. 

No  blanket  appropriations  for  incidentals,  insurance  and  water 
supply  should  be  made,  A  proper  appropriation  budget  should 
be  drawn  and  the  charges  against  these  appropriations  apportion- 
ed among  the  several  departments  responsible  for  all  amount  of 
each  debt  incurred.  The  result  of  this  method  would  be  to  show 
the  true  expenses  of  each  department  to  the  public. 

Appropriation  schedule  based  on  the  Municipal  classification  of 
the  United  States  Census  Bureau. 

All  Bills  sent  out  for  collection  by  any  department  should^ be 
reported  to  the  City  Clerk. 

Departments  should  co-operate  for  the  general  goodjof  the 
City.  Departmental  officers  are  City  officials  and  should  work 
for  the  interest  of  the  City  as  a  whole. 

The  taxes  should  be  promptly  collected,  or  abated,  if  uncollect- 
ible, and  not  carried  on  the  books  as  a  fictitious  asset. 

Proper  overlays  should  be  assessed  to  meet  abatements. 
The  tax  levy  should  be  sufficiently  large,  combined  with  the 
estimated  revenue,  to  liquidate  all  of  the  expenses  of  each  ad- 
ministration 

Many  problems  will  arise  and  with  careful  consideration  and 
deliberation  the  action  taken  must  necessarily  result  to  the  city's 
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good.  Whenever  men  approach  the  solving  of  a  question  with  a 
free  mind  and  without  partisan  or  biased  prejudices  the  right  of 
the  matter  will  prevail  and  their  action  must  be  a  good  one. 

There  is  reason  for  a  steadfast  faith  in  our  city ;  we  are  fortunate 
in  its  natural  location  and  in  the  exceptional  advantages  nature 
has  bestowed  upon  it,  and  our  ambition  should  be  to  so  conduct 
its  affairs  that  we  augment  the  natural  advantages  by  thoroughly 
maintaining  such  improvements  as  well  kept  and  lighted  streets, 
good  schools,  proper  supervision  of  the  public  health,  ample  pro- 
tection as  to  fire  and  police,  attractive  public  parks  and  thus  not 
only  proomte  the  content  and  comfort  of  our  own  citizens  but 
attract  new  people  to  make  their  homes  here  and  to  establish  new 
industries  within  our  borders.

Instructions  to  Key  Holders  and  Citizens 

1 .  Upon  the  discovery  of  a  fire,  go  to  the  nearest  box,  break 
glass  in  key  box,  place  key  in  lock,  turn.  And  hold  back  with 
key  as  it  is  a  spring  lock.  Pull  down  the  hook  as  far  as  it  will  go; 
shut  the  door.  Do  not  try  to  remove  key,  as  it  is  locked  in. 
and  can  be  removed  by  the  engineers  only. 

2.  All  persons  should  remain  near  the  box  so  as  to  direct  the 
Firemen  to  the  fire. 

3.  No  person  will  give  an  alarm  for  the  same  fire  after  the 
first  alarm  has  been  given  without  an  order  from  the  engineer  or 
the  officer  in  command.  And  the  person  so  ordered  will  be  sure 
to  go  to  the  same  box  from  which  the  first  alarm  was  given  and 
report  to  the  engineer. 
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4.  Never  signal  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance ;  never  touch  a  box 
except  to  give  an  alarm  of  fire.  Do  not  give  an  alarm  for  a  chim- 
ney or  grass  fire.  But  notify  Central  or  nearest  fire  station  by 
telephone. 

Apparatus  and  Hose 

The  apparatus  consists  of  four  Amoskeag  Steam  Fire  Engines, 
one  horse-reel,  four  two  horses  hose  wagons  Jour  supply  wagons^  one 
hook  and  ladder  truck,  one  combination  hook  and  ladder  truck. 
One  motor  chemical,  one  motor  Squad  wagon.  We  have  at 
present  about  10,500  feet  of  fabric  hose  in  good  condition.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

We  beg  to  present  the  following  report  on  expenditures 
and  work  of  the  Highway  Department  during  191 5. 

The  work  done  by  the  Department  for  the  last  year  has 
consisted  of  the  general  work  which  includes  general  repairs  and 
maintenance,  collection  of  rubbish,  street  cleaning,  removing 
snow,  sanding  streets,  setting  curb,  building  catch  basins  etc. 

These  items  might  well  be  called  a  constant  to  be  taken  care 
of  each  year  but  this  term  signifies  a  fixed  sum  whereas  in  this 
case  it  is  continually  growing. 

The  collection  of  rubbish  is  a  very  serious  problem.  Rules 
and  regulations  have  been  made  but  it  needs  the  co-operation  of 
the  Public  to  enforce  them  and  if  the  people  could  be  made  to 
understand  that  by  so  doing  it  would  be  a  saving  to  them  "for 
they  have  to  foot  the  bill"  it  would  help  to  simplify  the  propo- 
sition. Waste  paper  should  when  possible  be  burned;  swill  and 
decayed  fruit  or  vegetables  or  any  offensive  matter  should  be 
kept  separate;  and  all  ashes  or  proper  material  should  be  placed 
in  barrels  or  other  receptacles  which  can  be  handled  by  two  men. 

If  these  directions  were  carried  out  the  plans  of  disposal 
would  not  be  as  offensive  as  they  are  at  the  present  time,  and 
the  expense  of  collection  would  be  materially  reduced. 

The  cost  of  street  cleanmg  is  continually  increasing  and 
here  again  the  help  of  the  public  's  needed  as  it  is  very  dishearten- 
ing, after  throughly  cleaning  a  street  to  find  it  the  next  day 
strewn  with  tin  cans  and  other  rubbish.  This  is  not  a  complaint 
but  an  appeal  to  citizens  to  taki  price  in  their  street  as  well  as  in 
their  homes. 

The  removal  ot  snow  ,nd  sanding  of  streets  is  a  matter 
very  hard  to  handle  economically,  and  satisfactory  to  the  citizens. 
We  have  probably  125  miles  of  walks  to  plow  and  100  miles  to 
sand.and  while  the  department  has  15  snow  plows  which  are  start- 
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ed  as  soon  as  the  storm  is  over  and  taking  from  three  to  six  hours 
to  cover  the  routes,  depending,  on  the  amount  and  condition  of 
the  snow,  it  is  impossible  to  reach  every  section  at  the  same  time. 
There  are  about  loo  miles  of  gutter  in  the  city  and  when  the  snow 
is  deep  it  becomes  very  expensive  to  dig  them  out.  A  two  inch 
fall  of  snow  shoveled  from  the  walk  to  the  gutter  fills  it  up,  and 
the  work  of  a  day  is  destroyed  in  an  hour. 

Permanent  work  has  been  done  in  different  parts  of  the 
city  such  as  sewers  and  street  paving  with  different  materials. 
A  description  of  the  sewers  will  be  found  on  another  page  includ- 
ing their  location,  length,  diameter  and  cost.  These  have  been 
placed  where  in  the  opinion  of  your  Board  they  would  be  of  the 
most  benefit  to  the  public  for  the  amount  expended.  In  each 
case  of  street  improvement  a  study  of  the  traffic  at  present  and 
for  the  future,  the  material  conveniently  located,  and  the  nature 
of  the  conditions  and  surroundings  existing  were  taken  into  con- 
sideration in  determining  the  type  and  form  of  construction  to  be 
used.  In  deciding  this  the  first  cost,  the  cost  of  repairs,  life  of 
pavement,  together  with  other  desirable  qualities  for  that  par- 
ticular section,  were  factors  used  to  guide  in  selection.  In  all 
cases  particular  stress  was  laid  on  grade  and  drainage  and  modern 
types  of  catch  basins  were  used  where  ever  necessary. 

In  conjunction  with  the  state  a  large  part  of  the  Milford 
Highway  was  built,  and  while  in  our  opinion  this  roadway  should 
have  been  built  at  least  four  feet  wider,  it  was  impossible  to  ac- 
complish this  as  the  State  is  decidedly  opposed  to  assist  in  build- 
ing over  the  present  width.  We  would  also  have  preferred  a 
different  form  of  construction  for  part  of  the  way  but  in  this  the 
State  Authorities  would  not  agree.  We  do  not  wish  this  to  be 
taken  as  a  criticism  of  them  however  but  wish  to  congratulate 
the  City  and  ourselves  for  the  assistance  they  furnished  both 
advisory  and  financially.  A  description  of  the  work  is  given 
elsewhere. 

One  of  the  most  important  pieces  of  work  done  by  this 
department  during  the  year  was  the  construction  of  concrete 
bridges.  The  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  very  wisely  made 
an  appropriation  to  put  the  bridges  all  over  the  City  in  a  perma-

lient  condition.  The  Concord  Street  or  Pennichuck  Brook  bridge 
was  built  jointly  by  the  City  and  Town  of  Merrimack  through 
contract  with  Hynes  Construction  Company  and  the  result,  a 
beautiful  structure.  Two  bridges  on  Hassel  Brook,  two  on 
Salmon  Brook  in  suburban  districts  and  one  on  Salmon  Street 
were  built  by  citv  help. 

New  cement  walks  and  iron  rails  were  put  on  Main  Street 
Bridge  at  Harbor  and  a  detailed  description  of  this  work  will  be 
found  on  another  page. 

During  the  construction  of  pavement  on  Amherst  Street 
the  walks  were  more  or  less  destroyed  by  change  or  resetting  of 
curb  and  an  agreement  was  reached  with  the  abutters  whereby 
the  City  rebuilt  the  walks  and  paid  half,  the  property  owners  pay- 
ing the  balance. 

It  has  been  our  endeavor  wherever  possible  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  m  aterials  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  where  the  work 
was  done  and  to  use  local  material  wherever  equally  good  results 
could  be  obtained  believing  that  every  dollar  retained  in  Nashua 
is  of  value  to  the  community  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that 
the  am.ount  of  iiioney  paid  to  the  laborers  of  this  department  is 
much  larger  th-n  in  any  previous  year. 

The  work  this  year  has  been  distributed  about  the  City 
and  no  district  or  section  has  been  discriminated  for  or  against. 
In  every  ward  from  One  to  Nine  something  has  been  done.

SCHEDULE  OF  WORK  DONE 

Amherst  Street — Surfaced  from  Concord  Street  to  Bruce 
with  Asphaltic  Macadam,  this  was  excavated  from  a  depth  of 
four  or  five  inches,  throughly  rolled  and  covered  with  egg  size 
stone  which  was  rolled  and  given  a  coat  of  Bermudez  Asphalt 
I  1-2  gal.  to  the  square  yard;  on  top  of  this  was  given  a  coat  of 
Nut  stone  and  rolled  and  another  coat  of  3-4  gal.  of  Asphalt  to 
the  square  yard,  covered  with  pea  stone  and  rolled.  Concrete 
gutters  four  feet  wide  six  inches  thick  i-i  1-2-3  ^^i^  were  built 
next  to  each  curb.  Egdestone  reset  and  new  catch  basins  built 
the  whole  length  of  the  street. 
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From  Bruce  to  end  of  Car  Track  paving  was  built  of  cemer*" 

concrete  six  inches  thick  i-  i  1-2-3  rnix  and  small  concrete  curbs 

on  each  side.     The  total  cost  of  this  work  was  $11,121.04;  cost 

of  pavement  $9,932.12.     Number  of  yards  1-3139  sq.  yds.     Cost 

per  yard  including  excavation  $0.75  1-2. 

Eldredge  Street — Total  expended  $1,033.56.  This  is  a  very 
narrow  street  with  a  great  deal  of  foot  traffic  and  if  walks  were 
built  on  both  sides  vehicles  would  be  unable  to  pass,  it  was 
decided  to  use  a  single  gutter  or  concaved  type  of  street  and  build 
of  cement  concrete  i-  i  1-2-3  n^i^  lined  off  into  squares.  Two 
new  catch  basins  were  built  at  a  cost  of  $40. 14.  Repairing  steps 
and  curb  at  parochial  school  $39  70.  There  are  783  square 
yards  of  pavement  costing  $873.88  or  $1.12  a  square  yard  includ- 
ing excavation. 

Lake  Street — Total  expended  $7,380.75.  Of  this  $68.65  was 
expended  in  maintenance  west  of  Railroad. 

It  was  decided  to  pave  from  Main  Street  to  the  end  of  track 
with  cement  concrete  six  inches  thick  i-i  1-2-3  mix  with  georgia 
pine  strips  soaked  in  concrete  for  expansion  joints  placed  thirty 
feet  apart.  From  Main  Street  to  top  of  grade  it  was  marked  off 
nto  t\\elve  inch  squares.  New  catch  basins  were  built  on  both 
sides  of  the  street  and  particular  attention  paid  to  drainage  at  a 
cost  of  $561 .49.  Granite  edgestone  installed,  old  edgestone  reset 
and  six  hundred  feet  of  concrete  edgestone  built  at  a  cost  of 
$360.18.  6,700  square  yards  of  paving  cost  $6,390.43  or  $0.95 
per  square  yard  including  excavation. 

Railroad  Square — It  was  decided  to  use  a  concrete  base  six  inches 
thick  i-i  1-2-3  niix  with  bituminous  top  consisting  of  a  coat  of 
refined  tar  one-half  gallon  per  square  yard' covered  with  trap 
rock  nut  size  and  rolled,  then  a  coat  of  Standard  binder  B  one- 
half  gallon  to  the  yard  covered  with  pea  stone  and  rolled.  1,870 
square  yards  were  paved  at  a  cost  of  $1,929.65  or  $1.08  1-2  per 
square  yard  including  excavation. 
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Van  Buren  Street — Total  cost  $428.83 .  The  Nashua  U?ht 
Heat  &  Power  Co.,  offered  to  furnish  local  tar  free  if  the  City 
would  construct  a  tar  macadam  street  there.  It  was  excavated 
to  proper  grade  an  average  of  six  inches  and  so  constructed. 
Catch  basins  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $3.65.  Curbing  set  at  a  cost 
of  $60.50.  685  square  yards  of  paving  at  a  cost, of  $364.68  or 
$0.53  per  square  yard  including  excavation. 

Sanders  Street — Total  cost  $418.96.  This  was  built  with 
water  bound  macadam  with  cobble  foundation  cost  of  catch 
basin  $12.25.  Ij500  square  yards  paving  at  a  cost  of  $406.71  or 
$0.27  per  square  yard.

MILFORD  STATE  HIGHWAY 

An  appropriation  of  $11,000.00  was  made  by  the  City  and  an 
equal  amount  set  aside  by  the  State  making  a  total  of  $22,000.00 
for  building  a  permanent  road  on  the  Milford  Highway.  It  was 
decided  to  use  an  asphalt  macadam  on  a  telford  base;  the  base 
to  be  from  six  to  eight  inches  in  thickness,  of  field  stone  laid  in 
place  by  hand,  rolled  by  steam  roller,  leveled  with  gravel  and  sur- 
faced after  rolling  with  four  inches  of  crushed  stone  and  asphalt 
with  from  two  and  one  quarter  to  two  and  one-half  gallons  per 
square  yard.  All  necessary  culverts  were  built  and  completed 
and  are  as  follows: — one  stone  culvert  laid  in  concrete  with  re- 
inforced concrete  slab  4  feet  by  5  feet  in  size;  one  concrete  cul- 
vert with  re-inforced  slabfourby  five  feet;threeconcreteculverts 
re-inforced  slab  two  by  two  feet  and  two  corrugated  pipe  culverts 
one  eight  inch  and  one  ten  inch.  There  was  considerable  grading 
to  be  done  some  of  it  through  ledge  requiring  blasting  and  most 
of  the  heavy  grading  is  completed.  It  was  advisable  to  install  a 
siding  and  move  the  stone  crusher  up  on  the  line  of  work  and  this 
was  done  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $800.00.  Of  this  $760.00 
went  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  for  switch  and  track  and  there  will 
be  a  rebate  of  about  50  per  cent  when  the  job  is  completed  and 
the  track  removed.  The  water  trough  at  the  end  of  the  Amherst 
Street  car  line  where  work  was  started  is  station  530*50,  the 
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grading  and  foundation  was  completed  to  station  358*25  a 
distance  of  3.26  miles;  the  asphaltic  macadam  to  station  419*00 
a  distance  of  2. 11  miles.  The  end  of  work  at  bridge  at  Penni- 
chuck  Brook  is  station  317*00  a  distance  of  4.04  miles  leaving  .78 
of  a  mile  of  grading  and  foundation  and  1.83  miles  of  asphalt 
macadam  to  complete. 

The  total  amount  expended  was  $23,299.21  exceeding  the 
appropriation  by  $1,299.21.  Of  this  amount  the  State  paid 
$376.44  refusing  to  accept  bills  for  equipment,  engineering  and 
supervision.  Deducting  amount  received  from  State  we  have 
left  $922.77.  To  offset  this  we  shall  receive  from  the  Boston  & 
Maine  in  rebate  about  $350.00  and  3  Asphalt  Heaters  and  small 
tools  valued  at  $250.00.  The  balance  would  have  been  paid  by 
State  if  they  had  accepted  bills  as  previously  stated.

Salmon  Brook  No.  6,  The  stone  aoutmciits  on  this  b.idge  were 
in  fairly  good  shape  and  they  were  pointed  up  with  cement, 
raised  about  2  feet  and  roadway  with  I  beams  incased  with  con- 
crete with  steel  reinforcement  at  right  angles  to  beams,  concrete 
side  walls.  This  is  20  feet  long  with  span  of  18  feet  and  cost 
$877.59.

All  of  these 
have  been  built  by  city  laborersi 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  town  of  Merrimack  to  build 
a  concrete  arch  bridge  over  the  Pennichuck  Brook  on  Concord 
Street.  Plans  and  specifications  were  drawn  and  bids  called  for. 
The  lowest  bidder  was  the  Hynes  Construction  Co.,  at  a  price 
of  $10,360.00  they  to  furnish  everything  and  an  alternative  bid 
of  $8,500.  the  City  to  furnish  cement.  The  latter  bid  was  ac- 
cepted and  a  saving  of  a  little  $400.  was  made  in  so  doing.  The 
abridge  with  the  exception  of  a  little  finishing  is  completed.

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  the  inspection  of  milk 
for  the  year  191 5,  ending  March  ist,  191 6.  More  time  has  been 
devoted  this  year  to  the  inspection  and  scoring  of  milk,  farms  and 
dairies,  as  this  was  considered  more  important  that  it  has  been 
in  the  past.  A  gratifying  improvement  has  been  found  in  the 
condition  of  these  places. 

Four  dealers  have  been  retailing  Inspected  Milk  and  one  dealer 
retailing  Pasteurized  Milk,  and  there  are  good  reasons  to  belief 
that  others  will  follow. 

The  regulation  of  putting  of  bottled  milk  in  stores,  which  went 
into  effect  July  ist,  19 15,  has  worked  out  wonderfully  well,  and 
the  majority  of  store  keepers  would  not  go  back  to  the  old  way 
of  dispensing  milk  from  the  cans. 

It  was  thought  advisable  to  send  the  Milk  Inspector  to  the 
annual  convention  of  the  International  Association  of  Dairy  and 
Milk  Inspectors,  which  was  held  at  Washington,  D.  C,  Oct.  27, 
28  and  29,  1915,  where  much  valuable  information  was  received.

Every  sample  was  analyzed  for  formalhyde  and  many  addition- 
al tests  were  made  for  colostrom  milk  cells,  coloring  matter, 
benzoate  of  soda,  salicylic  acid,  boric  acid,  cream  thickness, 
flubbing,  added  water,  butter  fat,  solids  not  fat,  and  total  solids. 
Total  number  of  milk  licenses  issued  during  the  year  were  1 2 1 
but  owing  to  the  regulation  of  State  which  states  those  who  sell 
milk  they  produce  themselves  must  be  issued  a  license,  but  the 
same  will  be  granted  free  gratis.

I  have  used  the  score  card  system  for  scoring  Dairy  Farms, 
a  score  card  which  is  used  all  over  the  United  States  and  has  been 
a  help  to  the  farmer  in  a  great  many  ways.

I  find  that  the  average  milking  pail  is  a  source  of  contamina- 
tion of  milk;  that  the  pail  with  the  wire  gauze  strainer  is  the  fil- 
thiest of  all  and  most  always  the  spout  is  coated  with  milk  in  va- 
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rious  stages  of  decomposition.  I  do  all  I  can  to  discourage  the 
use  of  this  pail,  and  recommend  and  influence  them  to  use  the 
small  top  milking  pail  which  with  reasonable  care,  will  insure 
clean  milk.     It  is  easily  cleaned  and  kept  sanitary. 

There  are  enough  Dairy  Farms,  Barns,  Pasture  land  within  a 
radius  of  ten  miles  of  Nashua  to  supply  all  the  Milk  and  Cream' 
we  use.  The  average  methods  of  producing  Milk  from  scrub 
Cows,  fed  on  grain  bought  at  the  present  price  has  discouraged 
a  great  many  producers.  The  larger  the  business  done,  the 
sooner  it  becomes  evident  that  the  old  methods  of  our  forefathers 
will  not  pay  a  profit.  We  must  adopt  a  methods  of  our  Govern- 
ment and  Agricultural  experts,  buy  high  grade  cows,  buy  less 
grain  and  raise  more  and  better  kinds  of  feed,  if  we  are  to  make 
a  success  of  the  business.  I  have  no  patience  with  the  farmer 
who  will  not  try  modern  methods  simply  because  his  father  or 
grandfather  never  did  things  that  way. 

I  have  tried  to  educate  the  milk  producers  to  supply  our  city, 
with  a  clean  safe  milk  of  good  quality,  from  healthy  cows,  with 
very  encouraging  results.  As  no  one  familiar  with  the  business 
can  fail  to  notice  the  improvement  in  our  City  Milk  plants,  in  the 
Dairy  barns  and  in  the  general  quality  of  the  milk.

REPORT 

OF    THE 

Park  Commission 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  Park  Commission  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  Dec.  31st.,  1915. 

Greeley  Park 

Greeley  Park  has  received  its  usual  care.  The  presence  of  a 
caretaker  is  more  appreciated  each  year  as  the  number  of  visitors 
increase.  A  number  of  trees  have  been  transplanted  during  the 
year  which  is  in  accordance  with  a  general  plan  adopted  a  few 
years  ago.  It  is  hoped,  that  with  a  more  generous  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  that  the  unsightly  dump 
at  the  east  side  of  Concord  vStreet  at  the  Park  will  soon  be  a  thing 
of  the  past.  As  soon  as  the  filling  is  complete  it  will  be  loamed 
over  and  seeded. 

The  Parkway  which  has  been  enjoyed  by  so  many  of  our 
citizens  has  had  a  thorough  overhauling  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  and  we  now  have  a  Parkway  that  will  be  in  keeping  with 
the  rest  of  the  Park.  This  improvement  was  made  possible  by 
special  appropriation  last  JNiarch. 

North  Common 

North  Comrr.on  has  had  considerable  attention  given  to  it 
during  the  year.  With  the  help  of  a  special  appropriation  and 
fiinds  from  the  regular  appropriation  a  new  fence  with  special 
molded  posts  has  been  placed  on  the  Amherst  street  side  of  the 
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Common.  The  posts  have  been  set  in  cement  and  therefore  will 
last  for  many  years.  The  raising  of  the  grade  of  Amherst  street 
has  put  the  Commission  to  considerable  expense  as  we  have  had 
to  do  much  filling  and  grading  to  rneet  the  new  grade. 

The  two  ball  diamonds  have  been  overhaulded  and  many  loads 
of  clay  loam  have  replaced  the  sandy  soil  which  has  been  so, 
objectional  in  the  past.  The  bleachers  and  back  stop  have  been 
repaired  and  are  now  in  good  condition. 

South  Common 

The  ball  diamond  on  this  Common  has  had  the  same  treat- 
ment as  the  diamonds  on  the  North  Common,  and  is  appreciated 
by  the  many  who  use  the  diamond.  The  bleachers  and  back 
stop  have  also  been  repaired  and  painted.  A  drainage  system 
has  been  perfected  at  the  fountain  and  thus  the  wet  condition 
■  at  this  point  has  been  remeded. 

We  are  sorry  to  report  that  there  continues  to  be  those  who  are 
bent  on  destroying  property  at  this  common.  During  the  year 
twelve  of  the  young  trees  which  were  set  out  in  the  spring  were 
striped  entirely  of  their  leaves  just  before  the  hot  spell  and  even 
some  of  the  branches  were  broken  off.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  trees 
will  make  a  start  this  spring. 

x\bbott   Square 

The  care  of  the  cannon  on  this  square  has  been  given  to  the 
Park  Commission. Heretofore  the  care  belonged  to  others  and  we 
were  unable  to  give  them  proper  attention.  A  special  appropria- 
tion was  given  which  made  it  possible  to  replace  the  old  carriages 
with  new  ones  and  to  put  in  cement  foundations,  and  to  give  the 
cannons  the  care  they  have  needed  for  some  time.  The  Com- 
mission hope  to  be  able  to  put  in  a  new  walk  around  the  square 
this  coming  season. 

Moth  Work 

The  moth  work  has  had  such  attention  as  our   limited  appro- 
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priation  would  allow.  Owing  to  a  reduction  of  one  third  of  our 
estimate  we  were  unable  to  cover  only  about  two  thirds  of  the 
city.  The  failure  of  the  U.  S.  Government  to  give  us  help  in  the 
work  of  repressing  the  gypsy  m^oths  has  made  our  appropriation 
far  too  smiall.  There  seems  to  be  no  help  in  sight  from  the  Go- 
vernment and  therefore  we  will  need  a  larger  appropriation  this 
year  to  care  for  the  work  at  hand.  Nashua  is  known  as  a  city  of 
trees  and  therefore  we  must  take  good  care  of  them. 

Addition  to  the  Park  System 

During  the  year  a  new  plot  of  land  has  been  given  over  to  the 
care  of  the  Park  Commission,  namely  the  triangle  at  the  junction 
of  Allds  and  Fifield  Streets,  where  has  been  placed  a  monument 
to  the  memory  of  Hannah  Dustin  of  Revolutionary  fame.  There 
are  other  places  in  the  city  which  if  given  to  the  care  of  the  Park 
Comn-jission  would  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  city,  which  are 
now  uncared  for. 

Playgrounds 

The  playgrounds  have  been  considered  to  some  extent  by  the 
Commission  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  an  appropria- 
tion may  be  given  so  that  a  start  may  be  had  in  this  very  impor- 
tant part  of  our  city's  need.  If  our  regular  appropriation  could 
be  enlarged  a  start  mJght  be  made  along  this  line  at  once.  Nashua 
is  far  behind  in  providing  a  playground  for  its  children. 

The  setting  aside  of  $10,000  Nashua  City  Bonds  for  Park 
purposes  is  much  appreciated  by  the  Park  Commission,  and  we 
trust  will  be  an  incentive  to  our  citizens  to  add  to  this  fund

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  honorable  Board    of 

Aldermen  of  Nashua,  N.  H. 

Gentlemen:  Enclosed  please  find  a  detail  report  of  the 
number  of  arrests,  disposition  of  same,  incidental  services,  etc., 
of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year  19 15. 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  have  been  called  upon  to 
cope  with  an  unusual  strike  situation.  The  entire  resources  of 
the  Department  were  called  upon  and  our  equipment  was  found 
to  be  inadequate  to  meet  with  the  emergency.  If  Nashua  is  to 
have  an  efficient  Police  Department  your  Commission  must  be 
provided  with  ample  appropriation  to  secure  the  necessary  equip 
ment.  We  have  created  a  new  beat  and  added  one  new  patrol- 
man. We  have  also  established  the  Motor  Cycle  service,  the 
mounted  officer  doing  continuous  duty  about  six  months  of  the 
year,  patrolling  through  the  city  and  covering  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts. This  branch  of  the  service  has  proven  to  be  a  great  asset 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  Department. 

The  Commission  recogn  ze  the  advisability  of  adding  a  patrol 
wagon  to  the  Police  equipment,  that  the  efficiency  of  the  Depart- 
ment may  be  greatly  increased.  The  Department  have  conti- 
nually asked  for  a  patrol  wagon,  but  have  failed  every  year  to 
secure  the  necessary  appropriation.  We  hope  this  year  your 
Honorable  Board  will  appreciate  the  great  advantage  and  necess- 
ity of  adding  a  patrol  wagon  to  the  police  equipment  and  give  us 
an  appropriation  large  enough  to  buy  and  put  in  service  a  mode- 
rate priced  patrol  wagon.

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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 


To  THE  Nashua  Hospital  Association: 

Gentlemen: 

The  Executive  Committee  of  your  Board  of  Trustees  pre- 
sents the  following  report  for  the  year  ending,  December  31,  191 5. 

The  first  eleven  months  of  191 5  were  spent  in  the  work  of 
construction  and  completion  of  the  Hospital  buildings  and  during 
this  time  almost  daily  meetings  or  conferences  were  held  with 
the  architects,  builders  and  contractors  engaged  on  various  parts 
of  the  work. 

With  the  Building  Committee,  which  was  composed  of  the 
Executive  Committee  with  Hon.  Albert  Shedd  and  Dr.  F.  E. 
Kittredge  added,  all  plans  and  details  were  carefully  gone  over 
and  as  good  results  secured  as  the  judgement  of  its  individual 
members  could  command. 

These  matters,  with  furnishings,  subscriptions,  arranging  for 
and  placing  of  gifts  from  funds,  entailed  an  immense  amount  of 
work,  which  fell  mostly  to  the  lot  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Committee, 
Dr.  Allen,  and  he  patiently  and  cheerfully  attended  to  it 

After  an  examination  of  a  long  list  of  available  applicants,  your 
Committee  selected  for  the  position  of  Superintendent  Miss  Alice 
L.  Lake,  a  lady  of  education,  refinement  and  experience,  who  was 
filling  an  important  position  in  Harper  Hospital,  Detroit,  Michi- 
gan. She  assumed  her  duties  October  i  st,  1 9 1 5 ,  and  immediately 
began  preparation  for  opening  the  Hospital. 

The  buildings  were  open  for  inspection  to  donors,  city  govern- 
ment, and  the  Hospital  staff  on  November  29th,  and  the  next  day 
to  the  public.  In  the  two  days  nearly  5,000  people  examined  the 
plant  in  detail  and  nothing  but  favorable  comment  was  heard 
from  all. 

The  Hospitjal  was  opened  for  patients  December  2nd,  1915.

In  addition  is  a  proper  complement  of  help  in  the  boiler  room^ 
laundry,  kitchen  and  floors. 

The  first  of  a  series  of  proposed  Staff  meetings  was  held  in 
early  December  when  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  advantage 
and  advancement  to  the  Hospital  were  freely  discussed. 

The  practical  side  of  running  a  general  hospital  was  gone  into 
thoroughly  and  the  importance  of  placing  the  institution  on  a 
cash  basis  was  brought  out.  No  public  hospital  receives  enough 
from  its  patients  for  self-maintainance,  and  the  deficit  must  be 
supplied  by  public  or  private  donations  and  by  friends. 

It  is  estimated  that  $20,000  must  be  raised  in  way  of  a  mort- 
gage to  complete  payment  on  the  present  Hospital  property. 
Many  friends  have  come  forward  and  their  generosity  has  kept 
the  figures  down  to  this  amount.  We  believe  we  have  the  best 
equipped  Hospital  in  New  England,  and  the  latest  ideas  in  Hos- 
pital construction. 

The  expense  of  running  the  institution  and  giving  every  pa- 
tient the  best  care,  treatment  and  advantages  will  be  large,  and 
this  Committee  hopes  that  the  good  people  who  are  interested  in 
relieving  the  sufferings  of  the  sick  and  the  injured  will  remember 
the  Nashua  Memorial  Hospital  in  their  charitable  donations.

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REPORT  OF  TRATNING  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


W  hien  the  Nashua  Hospital  Association  closed  its  dbors,  in 
Ju  ne  19 14  in  order  to  erect  the  beautiful  modern  building  made 
possible  by  the  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  Geo.  F.  Wilbur,  there  were  in 
the  training  school  fourteen  pupils  five  of  whom  had  just  received 
diplomas,  but  had  still  some  time  to  serve.  Of  these  two  were 
placed  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  the 
ethers  on  the  Children's  Floating  Hospital-  of  Boston',  for  post 
graduate  courses,  where  they  acquitted  themselves  creditably 
and  obtained  certificates  of  their  efficiency.  The  9  under  gra- 
duates wished  to  continue  their  training  without  interruption; 
which  they  w^ere  enabled  to  do  through  the  kindness  of  our  own 
St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  the  Elliott  of  Manchester,  The  Lowell 
General  and  the  Margaret  Pillsbury  and  New  Hampshire  Memo- 
rial Hospitals  of  Concord  .Of  these  nine  students,  five  graduated 
from  the  above  mentioned  institutions,  three  have  come  back 
to  us  to  finish  their  courses,  and  one  dropped  out  an  account  of 
ill  health. 

In  opening  our  school  in  the  new  building,  it  was  thought  best, 
as  recommended  by  your  Committee  2  years  ago,  to  extend  the 
time  to  a  30  months'  course  in  addition  to  the  month's  probation. 
The  hospital  also  offers  a  post  graduate  course,  of  four  months 
in  which  is  given  advanced  instruction  in  Surgical  Nursing  prati- 
cal  anesthesia,  obstetrics,  pathology,  nicroscopy,  dietetics  and 
executive  work.  Three  of  our  own  graduates  are  at  present 
taking  this  course,  and  in  addition  we  have  in  the  training  school 
8  undergraduates  and  nine  probationers. 

These  receive  two  daily  lectures  from  the  Matron,  i  hour 
spent  upon  the  theory  of  nursing  and  quizzes,  and  one  hour  is 
practical  nursing.  They  are  also  given  a  course  of  thirty  lectures 
yearly,  by  the  members  of  the  Staff,  and  a  course  of  12  lessons 
in  massage,  by  a  graduate  masseuse.  We  had  hoped  to  engage 
Miss  Pillsbury,  of  our  city  teaching  staff  for  the  work  in  practical 
dietetics,  but  she  finds  herself  enable  to  comply  with  our  wishes, 
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and  we  are  now  in  correspondence  with  Miss  Farmer  of  Boston, 
to  see  if  we  can  obtain  the  services  of  a  teacher,  who  is  to  give 
courses  at  the  Elliot  and  Margaret  Pillsbury,  and  thus  somewhat 
curtail  the  expense. 

I  feel  that  this  brief  report  would  be  incomplete  without  an 
expression  of  the  gratitude  felt  by  your  Committee  towards  the 
late  Mr.  Fletcher,  for  this  beautiful  home,  which  his  generosity 
provided  for  our  nurses,  and  which  was  so  greatly  needed,  that 
they  might  have  the  rest  and  quiet,  that  would  enable  them  to 
do  their  best  work  when  on  duty,  and  also  to  the  many  kind 
friends  whose  donations  have  helped  to  make  the  house  attracti  ve 
and  a  home  hke.     To  all  of  them  we  give  our  heart  felt  thanks.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

BOARD  OF  HFALTH 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  HonorabIvE  City  Councils: 

We  beg  to  submit  our  report  for  the  year  19 15.  In  accordance 
with  the  New  City  Charter  the  Board  organized  with  Dr.  P.  J. 
McLaughhn  as  Chairman,  and  John  P.  Sullivan  as  Secretary. 

The  first  two  months  of  the  year  was  devoted  to  reviewing 
public  health  laws  and  ordinances,  formulating  rules  and  regula- 
tions, selecting  a  health  inspector  and  arranging  for  his  training, 
establishing  an  office  with  equipment  for  board  of  health  work. 
In  the  latter  part  of  January^Mr.  Frank  B.  Shea  was  chosen 
Health  Inspector,  his  duties  to  commence  on  March  ist,  19 15, and 
Miss  Mabel  A.  Thompson  was  elected  clerk,  her  duties  to  com- 
mence March  ist,  1915. 

The  work  of  our  office  consists  of  issuing  burial  permits,  regis- 
tration of  contagious  diseases,  registration  of  complaints,  weekly 
reports  to  the  State  and  Government,  examination  of  school 
children  for  work  certificates,  issuing  permits  to  school 
children,  issuing  milk  and  garbage  licenses,  recording  vital  sta- 
tistics, recording  infant  mortality  statistics,  filing  reports  and 
Expenditures. 

The  office  of  the  Board  is  opened  from  8  A.  M.  to  5  P.  M.  ex- 
cept Sundays  and  Holidays  for  the  conduct  of  business.  The 
meetings  of  the  Board  are  held  at  the  office  of  the  Chairman  on 
the  second  and  last  Fridays  of  every  month.  At  the  present 
time  our  office  is  a  nucleus  for  a  larger  office  which  we  hope  to 
establish  in  the  very  near  future  in  some  one  of  dur  city  buildings 

The  work  of  the  Health  Inspector  and  his  duties  are  outlined 
in  a  report  which  we  will  submit  to  your  honorable  body  v/ith  this 
report 
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During  the  year  your  Board  has  made  a  survey  of  the  City  to 
ascertain  the  best  means  possible  to  put  our  City  in  a  clean  and 
healthy  condition.  Laws  and  ordinances  related  to  the  care  and 
collection  of  garbage  were  enacted.  We  are  at  present  looking 
into  the  matter  relative  to  the  keeping  cf  pigs  and  the  care  and 
storage  of  manure  within  the  city  limits,  as  you  well  know  most 
of  the  odors  we  have  to  contend  with  in  our  city  are  due  to  un- 
clean pig  pens  and  the  manure  heap  is  the  best  breeder  we  have 
for  flies.  We  ask  the  cooperation  of  your  Board  in  enacting  an 
ordinance  to  rid  the  city  of  these  evils. 

Your  water  supply  here  is  excellent,  as  shown  by  both  physical 
and  bacteriological  examination.  The  source  of  your  ice  has 
been  examined  and  such  as  is  unfit  for  domestic  u=e  has  been 
condemned. 

Your  milk  supply  is  under  constant  observation  from  its  source 
lo  the  consumei. 

Our  milk  laboratory  in  the  City  Hall  has  been  equipped  with 
a  sterilizer,  and  other  apparatus,  and  early  in  1916  we  hope  to 
take  up  the  study  of  milk  from  a  bacteriological  point  of  view. 
We  consider  our  laboratory  one  of  the  btst  equipped  milk  labora- 
tories in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  ^7"^ 

Your  bakeries  are  being  thorough^  renovated  and  put  in- 
to a  clean  condition  and  the  ingredients  that  are  use  in  your  food 
stuff  have  been  examined  and  that  found  adulterated  has  been 
condemned. 

In  restaurants,  markets  and  grocery  stores  we  are  making  an 
honest  effort  to  have  ail  food  stuff  protected  from  dirt  and  flies, 
to  have  the  food  stuff  kept  clean  and  the  emplovees  exercise 
personal  cleanliness  and  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food  stuff. 
We  hope  within  a  short  time  to  inaugurate  one  of  the  most 
practical  moc  ern  methods  for  cleanliness  in  the  shops  above  men- 
tioned. 

In  the  spring  of  19 15  your  Board  investigated  the  slaughtering 
and  offering  for  sale  of  so-called  "Bob  Veal".  We  earnestly  be- 
lieve that  the  only  way  to  control  the  matter  wordd  be  to  have 
ail  slaughtering  supervised  and  inspected  in  a  central  slaughter 
house. 
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We  are  unfortunate  in  having  in  our  city  a  great  many  tene- 
ments where  unsanitary  conditions  are  extremely  bad.  In  some 
cases  utter  disregard  is  shown  in  the  matter  of  sinks  and  water 
closets,  both  by  the  occupants  and  owners.  This  shows  the 
great  need  for  a  competent  plumbing  inspector  in  our  city  In 
many  instances  the  housing  condition  oi  many  of  the  occupants 
of  renting  property  in  our  city  is  deplorable  and  at  best  is  conduci- 
ve to  the  breeding  of  disease.  Other  cities  have  this  same  pro- 
blem to  contend  with  and  many  of  them  are  trying  to  cope  with 
the  situation  by  a  campaign  of  education.  I  trust  that  sometime 
in  the  near  future  that  your  Board  will  be  able  to  do  something 
along  this  line  in  our  city. 

In  the  matter  of  dirty  yards,  alleys  and  streets,  we  are  now 
getting  conditions  as  they  exist,  and  in  the  spring  of  191 6  we  will 
ask  the  cooperation  of  the  street  department,  fire  commission 
and  police  department  in  our  endeavor  to  have  a  cleaner  city. 
It  is  our  purpose  to  supply  every  inhabitant  of  Nashua  with  a 
copy  of  the  health  laws  of  our  city  in  their  respective  languages 
combined  with  this  we  will  try  to  impress  upon  our  inhabitants 
what  their  civic  duty  is  and  ask  them  to  do  their  best  in  this 
direction. 

Factory  inspection  is  in  charge  of  the  State  Commissioner  of 
Labor.  As  near  as  we  are  able  to  ascertain  there  is  not  factory 
in  our  city  that  has  a  suitable  or  well  equipped  room  for  the 
treatment  of  minor  injuries  among  their  employees.  It  seems 
that  many  of  our  corporations  could  well  afford  a  well  equipped 
first  aid  station  in  charge  of  a  trained  attendant  to  care  for 
accidents  or  illness  among  its  employees  until  they  are  referred, 
to  a  physician  for  treatment.  Larger  corporations  of  this  coun- 
try have  found  it  profitable  to  have  such  stations  and  we  are  sure: 
the  matter  would  work  out  well  in  our  factories. 

Contagious   Diseases 

Du'ring  the  year  1915  there  were  53  cases  of  diphtheris,  29  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  4  cases  of  Measles  and  Opthalmia  Neonatorum 
in  our  city. 
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Your  Board  conducted  investigations  as  to  the  cause  of  Diph- 
theria at  the  Mulberry  and  Amherst  Street  schools  in  our  city. 
At  the  Mulberry  Street  school  where  ten  cases  of  Diphtherias 
developed  it  was  shown  that  carriers,  and  I  mean  by  carriers, 
one  who  has  the  germ  of  disease  present,  but  does  not  have  the 
disease,  was  responsible  for  the  outbreak.  We  determined  the 
carriers  by  examining  the  secretion^  from  the  throats  of  the  chil- 
dren and  elliminating  those  children,  with  this  done  then  the 
disease  entirely  disappeared  from  the  building. 

At  the  Amherst  street  school  investigation  revealed  that  sore 
throats  had  been  present  in  the  building  for  some  time,  these  were 
evidently  mild  cases  of  diphtheria,  unsuspected  by  the  parent  of 
the  child  and  the  teachers  of  the  school.  From  this  source  twenty 
<:ases  of  diphtheria  developed  in  the  vicinity  of  Amherst  street, 
all  the  children  were  examined,  cultures  taken  from  their  throats, 
buildings  fumigated  and  closed  down  for  ten  days  and  we  are  hap- 
py to  say  since  thcse  measures  were  adopted  the  building  has 
been  practically  free  from  diphtheria. 

In  view  of  the  above  the  Board  now  insists  that  every  school 
child  having  a  sore  throat  have  the  secretions  of  that  throat 
examined  before  being  allowed  to  return  to  school  or  associate 
iu  public. 

Medical  inspections  of  our  public  schools  is  carried  oninourcity 
and  is  one  of  our  greatest  aids  in  the  detection  and  control  of 
contagious  and  communicable  diseases.  More  than  one  half 
the  pupils  of  -our  schools  attend  our  private  schools  where  we  have 
no  medical  inspection,  and  I  trust  that  by  next  year,  either  the 
Board  of  Education,  or  the  Board  of  Health,  will  be  given  suffi- 
cient money  to  have  the  children  of  our  Parochial  schools  inspect- 
ed. 

Quarantine  and  isolation  of  contagious  diseases  in  private 
houses  is  in  most  cases  a  very  insalisfactory  method  to  protect 
the  public  against  a  spread  of  disease.  Our  city  sorely  needs  an 
isolation  hospital  for  isolation,  care  and  treatment  of  contagious 
diseases.  We  have  an  isolation  hospital  or  "Pest  House"  for 
the  care  and  treatment  of  Small  Pox,  very  poorly  located,  has  no 
conveniences,  whatever. 
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Our  best  authorities  tell  us  that  vaccination  every  four  years 
protects  us  from  this  disease,  still  provision  is  made  for  hospital 
care  and  treatment  of  Small  Pox  while  no  provision  is  made  for 
hospital  care  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  and  other  conta- 
gious diseases  from  which  we  have  no  protection. 

During  the  year  191 6  we  are  going  to  use  the  "Check  Test"  tO' 
determine  the  efficiency  of  our  fumigations.  At  every  place 
where  a  fumigation  is  carrieci  on  germs  will  be  exposed  to  the 
action  of  formaldehyde  and  later  on  we  will  determine  by  inccu- 
lat'on  whether  or  not  our  fumigations  are  successful. 

Vital   Statistics 

Total  deaths  for  the  year  191.5  was  490,  the  ratio  being  16 
deaths  per  tliousand  people  and  the  general  death  rate  being 
I  2^3% 

Total  number  of  deaths  for  infants  under  one  year  being  86.  In 
reviewing  our  infant  mortality  statistics  we  find  the  infant  death 
rate  under  one  year  is  24<^(  among  certain  of  our  foreign  born 
residents.  Investigation  shows  that  acclimation,  lack  of  proper 
care  and  ignorance  are  responsible  for  most  of  these  deaths.  Other 
cities  acting  upon  the  suggestions  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Depart- 
ment ot  the  U.  S.  Government  are  incorporating  infant  welfare 
and  care  in  their  board  of  health  work,  and  as  one  of  the  func- 
tions of  a  health  board  is  to  conserve  public  health,  our  duty  in 
Nashua  is  clear.  We  should  have  in  our  organization  a  public 
nurse,  one  that  can  instruct  mothers  in  the  care  and  feeding  of 
infants,  the  care  of  the  children's  eyes  and  the  hygiene  of  child- 
hood. 

The  recording  of  births  is  taken  care  of  at  our  City  Clerk's 
office.  In  a  larger  portion  of  the  cities  of  our  country  this  is. 
taken  care  of  by  the  board  of  health  and  one  connected  with 
Board  of  Health  work  can  readily  see  the  desirability  of  such  a 
proceed  ure.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Health: 

^  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Health  Officer  for  the  year 
1915-1916  ending  March  ist,  1916. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  has  required  a  general  inspection 
of  places  where  food  products  are  sold,  I  have  explained  and  in- 
terpreted the  law  and  rulings  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and 
also  have  distributed  among  the  various  dealers  where  such  pro- 
ducts are  sold  copies  of  laws  concerning  the  same. 

Other  inspections  have  been  made  on  complaints,  which  are 
always  promptly  investigated,  and  a  marked  improvement  has 
been  shown  in  the  cleanliness  of  stores  and  markets,  and  in  a 
better  compliance  with  the  law  in  regard  to  the  protection  of  food 
products. 

The  whole  has  shown  that  the  great  majority  of  the  markets 
and  grocerymen  conform  well  to  the  requirenents,  but  there  are 
many  who  do  not — some  perhaps  wilfully,  most  probably  through 
ignorance  or  natural  inability  to  be  clean  and  neat,  that  is,  they 
are  unfit  by  nature  and  habits  to  handle  food  and  food  products. 

Frequent  inspections  can  do  but  little  with  them ;  fineing  them 
will  not  make  them  clean.

Samples  have  been  taken  of  the 
water  after  it  has  come  through  the  mains  and  from  the  results 
of  the  analysis  I  find  that  it  far  exceeds  water  used  in  other  New 
England  cities.  <

Investigations 

Various  investigations  have  been  carried  on  in  contagious 
diseases,  ice  and  bob-veal.  In  the  beginning  of  March  191 5, 
there  were  in  the  City  of  Nashua  four  butchers  who  were  in  the 
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slaughtering  business.  Bob- veal  and  the  slaughtering  of  cattle 
within  our  city  limits,  seems  to  be  one  of  our  most  difficult  pro- 
blems, and  I  recommend  that  the  only  way  to  correct  this  evil 
without  constant  watch  on  those  who  indulge  in  practicing  the 
same,  is  by  the  establishment  of  a  central  slaughter  house  where 
their  business  could  be  conducted  in  a  lawful  manner. 

Lying-in  Hospitals  and  Infant  Asylums 

Lying-in  hospitals,  and  infant  asylums  have  been  inspected 
three  times  during  the  year  as  required  by  law.

Factory  Inspections 

All  factories  and  corporations  where  three  or  more  are  employ- 
ed and  where  machinery  is  run  by  motive  power,  have  been  ins- 
pected during  the  past  year.  This  inspection  included  the  main- 
taining and  equipment  of  a  first  aid  cabinet,  toilets,  and  Common 
drinking  cups  which  have  existed  in  the  past  are  now  practically 
done  away  with. 

Garbage 

In  May  191 5  the  Board  of  Aldermen  passed  an  ordance  on 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  licensing  of  Garb- 
age collectors,  and  in  conformity  therewith  the  old  method  of 
collecting  garbage  was  entirelv  done  away  with  and  the  collec- 
tors are  now  using  a  water  tight  barrel  with  tight  fitting  covers. 

There  were  received,  during  the  year,  155  garbage  complaints, 
which  were  properly  cared  for.  The  greater  number  of  these 
complaints  being  received  in  July,  August  and  September. 

Complaints 

When  complaints  are  received  at  the  Office  of  the  Board  of 
Health  they  are  p  laced  upon  a  complaint  card  by  the  clerk  and  given 
to  be  inspected.     The  card  required  the  name  of  the  complain- 
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ant,  owner  of  premises,  occupant  of  premises,  and  the  nuisance 
be  given,  I  immediately  follow  up  the  complaint  and  make 
whatever  necessary  recommendations  as,  in  my  judgement  and 
jurisdiction  is  advisable  and  report  back  to  the  Board  in  writing 
on  the  same  card  where  the  card  is  filed  in  alphabetical  order . 

Contagious  Diseases 

When  a  contagious  disease  is  reported  to  me  from  the  office  of 
the  Board,  the  name  and  address  of  the  patient  is  given  me.  I 
then  go  to  the  said  address  and  make  a  thorough  examination  of 
conditions  that  exist  therein  and  ascertain  whether  or  not  the 
whole  house  should  be  put  in  quarantine  or  whether  a  bed  side 
quarantine  could  be  arranged.  In  many  instances  a  bed  side 
quarantine  has  materially  lessened  the  expenses  of  the  families. 
The  following  facts  are  also  ascertained  at  the  house;  date  of 
illness,  name  and  age  of  patient,  name  of  parents  occupation  if 
any,  residence,  number  of  families  in  house,  disease,  school  at- 
tended, names  of  other  children  in  families,  and  names  of  schools 
each  attends,  names  of  persons  exposed,  whether  a  physician 
has  been  notified,  milkman,  marketman,  laundry  and  whether 
or  not  it  is  necessary  that  aid  should  be  given.  These  facts  are 
recorded  on  a  card  and  filed  alphabetically  at  the  office  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 

School  Inspections 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  I  made  a  thorough 
examination  of  all  the  children  of  the  Parochial  Schools  twice 
during  the  year,  and  at  various  times  when  contagious  diseases 
where  found  to  be  in  the  schools. 

Fumigations 

During  the  year  122  fumigations  were  done,  this  including 
the  Amherst,  Mulberry,  Belvedere  and  Harbor  Schools. 

All  fumigations  are  done  by  the  Board  free  of  chargeia  i 
contagious  and  infectious  diseases  reported  to  the  Board.

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Librarian 's   Report 

To  THE  Trustees  op  the  Nashua  Public  IvIbrary: 

Gentlemen  :  I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  report,  of  the  work 
of  the  Library,  for  the  year  191 5. 

The  recorded  number  of  books  taken  from  the  Library  for 
home  use,  is  65,557  in  the  main  room.  While  51,029  of  these  are 
fiction,  there  has  been  a  steady  gain  in  the  other  classes  of  books 
taken  by  patrons. 

Effort  has  been  made  to  keep  pace  with  the  current  literature, 
and  to  keep  up  to  date,  the  technical  books;  books  on  business 
trades ;  vocanitional  helps ;  and  in  education,  and  while  there  were 
debating  clubs,  the  young  people  reported  their  subjects,  and 
material  was  collected  for  their  use. 

Many  new  vo'umes  helpful  in  this  work  have  been  placed  in  the 
Reference  room  this  year.  Sixty-eight  in  all,  among  them,  be- 
side the  various  who's  who's  and  the  Century  Fact  book,  are  the 
Hand  books  published  by  Lippincott ;  the  National  encyclopedia 
of  American  Biography,  Great  Debates  in  American  History; 
Cyclopedia  of  American  Government;  the  Book  of  History,  and 
ten  new  volumes  have  been  added,  as  published,  to  the  Inter- 
national Library  of  Technology. 

During  the  year  much  out  of  date  material,  mostly  in  the 
pamphlet  and  government  collections,  or  books  that  had  been 
replaced  by  new  and  better  ones,  and  were  no  longer  useful,  have 
been  discarded.  The  agricultural  books  were  sent  to  the  State 
Agricultural  College  at  Durham,  and  others  to  the  lumber  camps 
and  to  places  having  no  libraries,  in  the  Northern  part  of  the 
State,  and  thereby  much  needed  room  was  gained,  and  the  books 
were  made  useful  to  others. 

The  quarterly  Bulletin  has  been  issued  as  usual,  and  distributed 
free  to  all  Library  patrons,  and  sent  in  exchange  to  twenty 
Libraries,  and  also,  to  most  of  the  Libraries  in  our  own  vState 

Five  hundred  books  have  been  kept  on  the  open  shelves  in  the 
delivery  room  to  help  patrons  in  selecting.  Of  these  some  are 
Fiction,  others  are  from  all  divisions  of  non  fiction.     These  are 
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changed  frequently  to  bring  as  many  books  as  possible  to  the 
attention  of  the  public. 

The  circulation  in  the  Children's  room  has  been  26,784  while 
many  other  thousands,  have  been  read  in  the  Library,  and  have 
given  pleasure  and  help,  to  its  young  patrons.  The  crowded 
condition  of  this  room  limits  its  usefulness.  With  chairs  for 
only  twenty-four,  eighty  have  beeb  counted  there  at  one  time, 
awaiting  their  tiurn  to  read  or  exchange  books.  It  has  been 
necessary  to  give  the  Librarian  an  Assistant  for  two  hours  each 
afternoon  since  October,  and  a  third  person  was  needed  often, 
in  the  crowded  condition,  to  keep  order. 

It  is  hoped  before  another  report  shall  be  made,  this  room  shall 
be  either  changed,  enlarged  or  a  Branch  established,  in  the  sec- 
tion of  the  city  nearer  the  homes,  of  the  largest  part  of  the  1974 
little  patrons  of  this  room.  Manchester  is  this  year  establishing 
its  fourth  branch  station.  Nashua  is  growing  and  it  might  be 
advisable  to  make  a  beginning  in  this  direction. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  record  the  number  of  those  using  the 
Reading  and  Reference  rooms,  but  from  twelve  to  fifteen  thou- 
sand is  a  low  estimate.  There  has  been  an  appreciation  of  its 
books,  papers  and  magazines  most  Idndly  expressed 

It  is  desirable  that  the  collection  of  historical  matter  relating 
to  Nashua  be  made  as  complete  as  possible,  and  it  would  be  ap- 
preciated if  any  one  having  such  material,  either  books,  pam- 
phlets or  newspaper  articles,  would  place  them  in  the  Library 
for  use  and  preservation. 

There  are  now  828  books  in  the  Library  in  the  French,  Lithua- 
nian, Polish,  Yiddish,  Italian,  Modern  Greek,  Russian  and  Ger- 
man languages,  with  an  increased  circulation  of  675  this  year. 

Eighty-six  Periodicals  have  been  subscribed  for  and  fifteen 
donated.  Duplicate  copies  of  nine  popular  magazines  have  been 
taken  for  current  circulation.  Eleven  newspapers  have  been  on 
file  in  the  newspaper  room,  three  being  given,  and  the  Nashua 
Daily  Telegraph  has  kindly  given  a  copy  for  binding. 

There  are  now  34,320  books  in  the  Library,  this  includes  a  few 
Government  documents  and  pamphlets,  which  were  formerly 
accessioned  as  books,  but  are  now  recorded  separately.     1250 
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volumes  have  been  added  this  year  by  purchase.  46  were  given 
and  50  by  binding  Periodicals.  308  books  and  pamphlets  have 
been  withdrawn. 

The  total  circulation  of  both  rooms  has  been  92,341.  New 
applications  filed  829.  In  the  main  room  407.  In  the  Children's 
room  422. 

The  Nashua  Daily  Telegraph,  has  most  kindly  published  in 
its  columns,  free  of  charge,  the  monthly  Book-list  and  other 
notices  from  time  to  time.

ORDINANCE

OP  HEALTH,  RELATING  TO  THE  COLLECTION  OF  GARBAGE 

That  the  following  entitled  "rules  and  regulations"  of  the 
Board  of  Health  Chapter  i.  Relating  to  the  collection  of  garb- 
age be  and  hereby  are  adopted  and  approved. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

Chapter  i, 

relating^toJthe  collection  of  garbage 

Sect,  i  .  All  persons  keeping  or  offering  garbage  for  collection 
shall  provide  water  tight  receptacle  with  proper  handles  and  a 
tight  fitting  cover,  to  hold  not  less  than  five  gallons,  or  other  suit- 
able and  sanitary  receptacle,  for  the  storage  of,  and  shall  keep 
therein,  said  garbage.  vSuch  receptacles  shall  be  so  placed  that 
at  all  times  they  may  be  easily  accessible  to  garbage  collectors 
for  the  removal  of  the  garbage  therein ;  and  nothing  except  garb- 
age shall  be  placed  in  said  receptacles. 

Sect.  2.  Garbage  as  used  in  this  rule  shall  be  held  to  include 
all  kitchen  and  table  refuse,  swill,  offal  and  every  accumulation 
of  animal  and  vegetable  matter  that  attends  the  preparation, 
decay  dealing  in  or  storage  of  meats,  fruits,  fish,  fowl,  game  or 
vegetables. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  except  an  officer  or  employee  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  or  garbage  contractor,  or  person  licensed  by  the  Board 
of  Health,  shall  act  as  a  collector  of  garbage  or  move  the  same 
through  any  street  or  alley,  or  other  public  place  or  way  in  said 
Nashua. 

Sect.  4.  There  shall  be  one  garbage  collector  who  shall  be 
under  contract  to  collect  and  dispose  of  all  garbage  in  the  City  of 
Nashua,  the  collection  and  disposal  of  which  is  not  otherwise 
provided  for  in  accordance  with  such  specifications  and  on  such 
terms  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Said  garb- 
age contractor  shall  furnish  a  bond  to  the  City  of  Nashua,  in  the 
sum  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  with  such 
sureties  as  shall  be  provided  by  the  Board  of  Health,  condition- 
ed for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  said  contract  and  for  his 
compliance  with  the  ordinances  of  the  city  and  the  rules  and  re- 
gulations of  the  Board  of  Health  in  relation  to  the  collection  and 
disposition  of  garbage. 

Sect.  5.  The  Board  of  Health  may  also  grant  to  any  other 
suitable  person  who  applies  therefor,  a  license  or  permit  to  col- 
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lect  garbage  within  the  City  of  Nashua  until  the  first  day  of  June 
next  following,  and  may  renew  the  same  annually  in  the  month 
of  May  upon  application  therefor.  Said  license  or  permit  shall 
contain  a  condition  that  the  licensee  shall  use  a  proper  sanitary 
equipment  for  the  collection  of  garbage  and  shall  collect  and  dis- 
pose of  the  same  in  a  sanitary  way,  and  shall  comply  with  all  the 
rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Nashua  in  relation  thereto. 

Sect.  6.  Every  person  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall  cause  his 
name  and  the  words  "Garbage  Collector"  and  the  number  of  his 
license  to  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  position  on  the  outer  side 
of  all  carriages  and  vehicles  used  in  his  said  business  and  no  garb- 
age shall  be  collected  and  conveyed  therein  by  any  person  so  li- 
censed through  any  street  or  other  public  place  or  way  in  the  city 
of  Nashua  except  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  8  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Sect.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  collect  or  dispose  of  garbage 
and  move  the  same  through  any  street,  alley  or  other  public  place 
or  way  in  said  Nashua,  without  a  license  as  aforesaid,  not  being 
a  garbage  contractor,  or  shall  violate  the  conditions  of  his  license 
or  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  for  each  offense  not  less  than 
one  dollar  ($i.oo)  and  not  more  than  ten  dollars  ($10.00).

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Both  the  principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  iv  the  gold  coin 
of  the  United  States  of  the  present  standard  of  weight  and  fine- 
ness at  the  office  of  the  Collector-Treasurer  in  Nashua,  New 
Hampshire,  or,  at  the  holder's  option  at  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Boston,  in  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

Said  bonds  are  to  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  school 
house  on  the  Spring  vStreet  School  Lot  to  be  known  as  the  Quincy 
Street  School  and  two  school  houses  in  Suburban  D'stricts  No.  3 
and  No.  7  respectively,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  said 
bonds  are  hereby  appropriated  for  the  above  named  purposes. 
Said  bonds  shall  be  payable  to  bearer,  shall  bear  the  city  seal, 
and  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  Collector- 
Treasurer.  None  of  said  bonds  shall  be  obligatory  without  the 
authenticating  certificate  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston 
endorsed  thereon.  A  sinking  fund  for  the  retirement  of  said 
bonds  at  maturity  is  hereby  created  and  to  it  there  shall  annually 
be  contributed  an  amount  sufficient  with  its  accumulations  to 
retire  said  bonds  at  maturity.

ORDINANCE 

RELATING  TO  ORDINANCES  AND  RECORDS 

Sect.  I.  That  Chapter  2  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances  of 
Nashua  be  and  hereby  is  repealed,  and  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing to  be  known  as  Chapter  2,  be  and  hereby  is  substituted  there- 
fore. 

CHAPTER  2 

Sect.  i.  All  by-laws  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall 
be  termed  Ordinances  and  the  enacting  style  shall  "Be  it  Ordain- 
ed by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Nashua." 

Sect.  2.     Each  ordinance,  resolution  and  order  passed  by  the 
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Board  of  Aldermen  shall  take  effect  and  be'  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage,  unless  it  shall  be  otherwise  therein  provided. 
But  no  vote,  ordinance  or  resolution  or  any  part  thereof,  as  to 
which  the  Mayor  has  a  negative,  shall  take  effect  until  the  ex- 
piration of  seven  days  from  its  passage  unless  first  signed  and 
approved  by  him ;  and  if  the  same  shall  be  vetoed  by  the  JNlayor 
and  shall  upon  reconsideration  be  passed  over  such  veto  by  aiiTlt- 
mative  vote  of  not  less  than  ten  Aldermen  on  roll  call,  theil  it 
shall  take  effect  on  its  passage  unless  otherwise  therein  provided. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  votes  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  returned  to  him  from  the  different  wards,  all 
proceedings  relating  to  the  laying  out  of  highways,  division  of 
fences,  sale  of  land  for  taxes,  general  meetings  of  the  inhabitants,, 
and  all  other  documents  and  proceedings  necessary  and  proper 
to  be  recorded  to  the  same  extent  as  town  clerks  of  towns  are  re- 
quired to  do,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance. 
Such  records  shall  be  kept  in  a  book,  made  of  strong  linen  paper 
of  uniform  style  and  size  with  that  now  used  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, and  lettered  on  the  back  "City  Records,  Nashua." 

Sect.  4.  The  City  Clerk  shall  keep  a  journal  consisting  of 
brief  minutes  of  votes  and  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen ; 
shall  enter  in  said  journal  reports,  petitions,  memorials,  resolu- 
tions, ordinances  and  other  papers  only  by  their  titles,  and  if  no 
title,  then  by  a  brief  description  of  their  purport.  Such  journal 
shall  be  kept  in  books  of  strong  linen  paper,  well  and  uniformly 
bound  and  lettered  "Journal,  Board  of  Aldermen,  Nashua." 

Sect.  5.  All  ordinances  and  resolutions  which  shall  be  passed 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall,  after  they  have  received  the 
signatures  of  the  President,  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  the 
Mayor,  except  in  such  cases  as  they  shall  take  effect  without  the 
signature  of  the  Mayor,  be  recorded  by  the  City  Clerk  in  a  fair 
and  legible  hand,  without  interlineation  and  erasure,  and  in  the 
order  in  which  they  shall  be  passed,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, made  of  strong  linen  paper,  with  proper  margin  and  index, 
lettered,  "Record  of  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Nashua,"  which 
book  shall  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  subject 
to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens. 
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Sect.  6.  The  City  Clerk  shall  cause  all  ordinances  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  such  resolutions,  orders  and  reports 
as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  direct,  to  be  published  three  days 
in  the  Nashua  Telegraph,  a  newspaper  printed  in  the  city. 

Sect.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk  immediately 
after  the  passage  of  any  ordinance  to  cause  the  same  to  be  printed 
upon  sheets,  uniform  in  size  and  style  as  the  Revised  Ordinances, 
sufficient  in  number  to  meet  the  public  needs.

Said  fund  to  consist  of  such  other  sums  as  shall  be  appropriated 
by  this  city,  also  all  bequests  and  gifts  which  may  be  made  for 
that  purpose  by  public  spirited  citizens,  further  be  it 

Resolved  that  this  money  and  all  money  appropriated,  be- 
queathed or  given  for  this  purpose  shall  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  and  invested  in  city  securities  and  the  income  therefrom 
at  a  rate  not  less  than  4  per  cent,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
available,  to  be  paid  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  to 
be  used  by  them  for  permanent  improvements  to  the  Parks  of  the 
City  of  Nashua

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ORDINANCE 

REGUIiATiNO  DRIVING  AND  TRAFFIC  IN  'CITY    STREETS 
ARTICLE    I— DEFINITION 

Sect.  i.  The  word  "vehicle  herein  shall  include  horses  hitch- 
ed to  vehicles,  horses  ridden  or  led,  motor  vehicles  of  all  kinds, 
bicycles,  tricycles  propelled  by  hand,  and  everyhting  on  wheels 
or  runners  except  street  cars  and  light  carriages  for  the  convey- 
ance of  children. 

Sect.  II.  The  word  "horse"  herein  shall  include  all  domes- 
tic animals. 

Sect.  3.  The  word  "driver"  herein  shall  include  the  rider  or 
driver  of  a  horse,  the  rider  of  wheels  and  the  operator  of  a  motor 
vehicle. 

ARTICLE  2 — VEHICLES  in  motion 

Sect,  i  .  A  vehicle,  except  when  passing  a  vehicle  ahead,  shall 
keep  to  the  right  and  as  near  the  right  curb  as  practicable. 

Sect.  2.  Vehicles  moving  slowly  shall  keep  as  close  as  is 
practicable  to  the  right  hand  curb,  so  as  to  allow  faster  moving 
vehicles  free  passage  on  the  left. 

Sect.  3.     A  vehicle  meeting  another  shall  pass  on  the  right. 

Sect.  4.  A  vehicle  overtaking  another  shall,  in  passing,  keep 
to  the  left  of  the  overtaken  vehicle,  and  shall  not  pull  over  to  the 
right  until  entirely  clear  of  it. 

Sect.  5.  A  vehicle  turning  to  the  right  into  another  street 
shall  turn  the  corner  as  near  the  right  hand  curb  as  is  practicable. 

Sect.  6.  A  vehicle  turning  to  the  left  into  another  street  shall 
pass  to  the  right  of  and  beyond  the  center  of  the  street  inter- 
section before  turning. 

Sect.  7.     A  vehicle  crossing  from  one  side  of  the  street  to  the 
other  shall  do  so  by  turning  to  the  left,  so  as  to  head  in  the  same 
direction  as  the  traffic  on  that  side  of  the  street,  and  shall  not 
make  the  turn  at  a  street  intersection. 
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ARTICLE    3— SIGNAIvS 

Sect,  i  .     Every  driver  of  a  vehicle  shall,  in  slowing  up  or  stop- 
ping, in  turning  while  in  motion,  or  in  starting  to  turn  from  a 
standstill,  give  a  signal  for  those  behind,  by  extending  his  hand 
showing  that  he  intends  to  change  the  condition  under  which  he 
is  then  operating. 

Sect.  2.  Before  backing,  ample  warning  shall  be  given  by 
extended  hand,  and  while  backing  unceasing  vigilance  must  be 
exercised  by  the  driver  not  to  injure  those  behind. 

Sect.  3.  Vehicles  approaching  crossings  must  be  operated 
in  a  careful  and  prudent  manner  so  as  not  to  be  a  menace  to  the 
safety  of  pedestrians 

Sect.  4.  The  police  department  shall  control  all  traffic  in 
streets  and  highways.  All  vehicles  and  cars  shall  stop  or  start 
immediately  upon  signal  given  by  any  policeman  whenever  con- 
gestion of  traffic  appears. 

ARTICLE  4 RIGHT  OF  WAY 

Sect.  i.  Officers  and  men  of  the  Fire  Department,  with  their 
fire  apparatus  of  all  kinds,  when  going  to,  or  on  duty  at,  or  return- 
ing from  a  fire,  and  the  officers  and  men  and  vehicles  of  the  police 
department  and  all  ambulances  and  emergency  repair  wagons  and 
funeral  processions  shall  have  the  right  of  way  in  any  street  and 
through  any  procession,  except  over  vehicles  carrying  the  United 
States  mail. 

Sect.  2.  Subject  to  Section  i  of  this  article,  street  cars  shall 
have  the  right  of  way  between  cross  streets  over  all  other  vehicles 
and  the  driver  of  any  vehicle  proceeding  on  the  track  in  front 
of  a  street  car,  shall  immediately  turn  out,  on  a  signal  by  the 
motorman  or  conductor  of  the  car. 

Sect.  3.  The  driver  of  a  vehicle,  on  the  approach  of 
fire  apparatus  shall  immediately  draw  up  said  vehicle  as  near 
as  practicable  to  the  right  hand  curb  and  parallel  thereto  and 
bring  it  to  a  standstill. 

Sect.  4.      The  driver  of  a  street  car   shall  stop  said  car  bet- 
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ween  intersecting  streets  and  keep  it  stationary  upon  the  ap- 
proach of  Fire  Apparatus. 

Sect.  5.  No  vehicle  or  street  car  shall  so  occupy  any  street  as 
to  interfere  with  or  interrupt  the  passage  of  other  vehicles  or 
street  cars. 

ARTICLE  5 — Stopping,  standing  and  turning. 

Sect.  i.     No  vehicle  shall  stop  with  its  left  side  to  the  curb. 

Sect.  2.  Unless  in  an  emergency  or  to  allow  another  vehicle 
or  a  pedestrian  to  cross  its  way,  no  vehicle  shall  stop  in  any  public 
street  except  close  to  the  curb. 

Sect.  3.  No  vehicle  shall  stop  or  stand  within  the  intersec- 
tion of  any  street,  nor  within  ten  feet  of  a  street  corner. 

Sect.  4.  No  vehicle  shall  pass  a  north  bound  street  railway 
car  at  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Waiting  Room,  while  passen- 
gers are  being  taken  on  or  discharged  therefrom  on  the  side  of 
the  car  from  which  passengers  are  being  discharged. 

Sect.  5.  Any  vehicle  remaining  in  one  place  in  a  public  high- 
way must  be  parked  within  1 2  inches  of  the  curb  and  be  parallel 
thereto,  except  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street,  between  the  Ayer 
block  and  the  watering  trough  south  of  Pearl  Street,  where  all 
vehicles  must  be  backed  in  to  the  curb  and  parked  at  an  angle  of 
about  45  degrees. 

Sect.  6.  No  vehicle  shall,  at  any  time,  be  parked  in  the 
following  named  highway,  viz.  Main  Street  on  the  east  side  from 
Temple  Street  to  High  Street;  no  vehicle  shall,  at  any  time,  be 
parked  on  the  Main  Street  Bridge,  so  called. 

Sect.  7.  No  vehicle  shall  pass  a  Street  Railway  car  when 
stopped,  within  eight  feet  from  the  side  of  the  car  from  which 
the  passengers  are  being  taken  on  or  discharged. 

Sect.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person  having  control  or 
charge  of  a  motor  vehicle  which  is  equipped  with  electric  head- 
lights to  dim  or  extinguish  such  headlights  when  approaching  an 
electric  street  railway  car  or  another  automobile  whenever  there 
is  an  reasonable  opportunity  so  to  do  without  danger  to  himself 
and  the  occupants  of  his  motor  vehicle.  Session  Laws,  1915. 
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Sect.  9.  When  a  horsedrawn  vehicle  is  backed  up  to  the  curb 
the  horse  or  horses  shall  be  turned  so  as  to  stand  as  near  parallel 
as  possible  with  the  sidewalk  and  headed  in  the  general  direction 
of  travel  for  the  side  of  the  street  on  which  the  vehicle  is  standing, 
otherwise  said  vehicle  shall  draw  alongside  and  stand  as  near 
parallel  as  possible  with  the  curb. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  or  persons  shall  interfere  with  any 
brakes,  gearing  or  blowing  of  horns  on  any  vehicle  except  on 
consent  of  parties  in  charge  of  same. 

Sect.  ii.  No  horse  or  vehicle  shall  be  driven,  backed,  led  or 
allowed  to  stand  on  any  sidewalk,  except  for  the  purpose  of  cross- 
ing the  same  when  necessary  and  then  only  in  the  shortest  way 
from  the  street  to  the  abutting  premises. 

Sect.  12.  No  operator  or  chauffeur  of  any  motor  vehicle 
shall  in  any  public  highway,  lane,  alley  or  public  place,  inten- 
tionally permit  an  unreasonable  amount  of  smoke  to  escape  from 
said  motor  vehicle,  nor  shall  any  operator  or  chauffeur  permit 
said  motor  vehicle  to  make  any  unnecessary  noise  by  cutting 
out  the  muffler  or  otherwise,  or  shall  said  operator  or  fhauffeur 
leave  his  vehicle  unattended,  unless  the  motor  therein  is  at  a  full 
stop. 

ARTICLE  6. — CARE  in  driving. 

Sect  i.  No  person  shall  drive  or  conduct  any  vehicle  in  such 
condition  or  so  constructed  or  so  loaded  as  to  spill  or  scatter  its  load 
along  any  public  street,  or  be  likely  to  cause  delay  in  traffic  or  ac- 
cident or  injury  to  man,  beast  or  property. 

Sect.  2.  No  one  shall  steal  a  ride  upon  any  vehicle  or  street 
car,  and  no  one  shall  ride  upon  the  rear  of  any  vehicle  without  the 
consent  of  the  person  in  charge  thereof. 

ARTICLE  7.— PENAI.T1ES 

Sect.  i.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  motor  vehicle 
law  of  the  State,  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  foregoing  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  not  less  than  one  dollar,  nor  more  than  five  dollars  for  each 
offense. 
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Sect.  2.  The  City  Clerk  shall  publish,  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  15  of 
the  Motor  Vehicle  Law  of  the  State. 

Sect.  3.  All  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby- 
repealed. 

Sect.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage  ex- 
cept as  to  Article  5  Section  8  which  section  shall  take  effect  Jan- 
uary I,  1916.

AUTHORIZING   THE   TREASURER  TO   ISSUE   BONDS  TO   AN     AMOUNT 
NOT  EXCEEDING  $145,000,000. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  304  of  the  Laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  191 5  entitled  "An  Act  to  Authorize  the 
City  of  Nashua  to  Issue  Bonds"  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authori- 
zed to  issue  and  sell,  under  the  direction  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, bonds  of  the  City  of  Nashua  in  the  aggregate  principal 
sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  forty  five  thousand  dollars, 
dated  December  i,  19 15  payable  December  i,  1935,  bearing 
interest  at  four  (4)  per  cent  per  annum.  Payable  semi-annually. 

Both  the  principal  and  interest  shall  be  payable  in  the  gold 
coin  of  the  United  States  of  the  present  standard  of  weight  and 
fineness  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  in  Nashua,  New  Hamp- 
shire, or  at  Holder's  option,  at  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston, 
Massachusetts. 
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Said  bonds  are  to  be  issued  for  the  purpose  of  funding  and  re- 
funding the  outstanding  and  floating  indebtedness  of  the  City 
of  Nashua  existing  on  December  31.  1Q14,  as  the  same  has  been 
determined  under  the  provisions  of  Section  50  of  Part  One  Chap" 
ter  427,  Laws  of  1913,  entitled  *'An  Act  to  Revise  the  Charte'* 
of  the  City  of  Nashua"  inchiding  there  in  a  certain  promissorT 
note  numbered  78 1  and  dated  September  i,  1905,  payable  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Sinking  Fund  in  the  sum  of  six  thousand 
dollars  (;:56,ooo)  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  said  bonds 
are  hereby  appropriated  for  that  purpose  Said  bonds  shall  be 
payable  to  bearer  and  shall  be  signed  b}^  the  Mayor  and  counter- 
signed V)y  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Nashua,  and  shall  have  the 
city  seal.  The  coupons  shall  bear  the  fac-simile  signature  of  the 
Treasurer.  None  of  said  bonds  shall  be  obligatory  without  the 
authenticating  certificate  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston 
endorsed  thereon.  Said  bonds  in  favor  of  bona-fide  holders 
shall  be  conclusively  presumed  to  have  been  duly  and  regularly 
authorized  and  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said 
Laws  of  1915,  Chapter  304;  and  no  holder  thereof  shall  be  obliged 
to  see  to  the  existence  of  the  purpose  of  this  issue,  or  to  the  re- 
gularity of  an}^  of  the  proceedings  by  virtue  of  which  said  bonds 
are  hereby  issued  or  to  the  application  of  th^^roceeds  of  said 
issue 

A  sinking  fund  for  the  retirement  of  said  bonds  at  maturity 
is  hereby  created,  and  to  it  there  shall  annually  be  contributed 
an  amount  sufficient  with  its  accumulations  to  retire  said  bonds 
at  maturit}^

ORDINANCE  PASSED  JANUARY  26.I916. 

Section  1  Amend  Section  3,  Chapter  5  of  the  Laws  and  Ordi- 
nances, entitled  "Fire  Department"  as  amended  by  ordinance 
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passed  January  26,  1915  by  striking  out  the  words  "second  and 
sixteenth  of  each  month"  at  the  end  of  said  section  and  adding 
in  place  thereof  the  v/ords  "Tuesday  of  each  week",  so  that  said 
Section  3  as  amended  will  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  2.  Amend  Section  4,  Chapter  5  of  said  Laws  and  Or- 
dinances as  amended  by  an  ordinance  passed  January  26,  19 15,  by 
striking  out  the  words  "the  second  and  sixteenth  days  of  each 
month"   after  the  words   "payable  on"   and  before  the  words 

'Members  of  the  Fire  Department"  et^".  by  adding  the  words 
"Tuesday  of  each  week",  so  that  said  Section  4  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows : 

Sect.  3.     The  permanent  engineers  of  steamers  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  nine  hundred  fifty  dollars  per  year  in  full  for  all  ser- 
vices.    Stokers  shall  receive  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  five 
dollars  per  year  in  full  for  all  services.     Company  clerks  shall 
receive  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars  per  year  in  full 
for  all  services.    Permanent   captains  of  companies  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  year  in  full  for  all  services 
Lieutenants  of  Comjjanies  one  hundred  and  five  dollars  per  year 
in  full  for  all  services.  Members  of  engine,   hose,    hydrant,   hook 
and  ladder  and  chemical  engine  companies,  one  hundred   dollars 
per  year.  All  salaries  fixed  in  this  ordinance  except    permanent 
men  shall  become  due  and  payable  semi-annually  on  the    2nd 
days  of  July  and  January  of  each  year.  The  salaries  of  all  per- 
manent men  shall  be  payable  on  Tuesday  of  each  week 

Sect.  4.  All  permanent  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
except  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  receive  in  full  for  all 
services  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  dollars  for  the  first 
year's  service,  and  shall  receive  for  the  second  year  and  thereafter 
the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars  per  year  in  full  for  all  services. 
Said  salaries  to  be  paid  while  actually  employed  by  the  City, 
payable  on  Tuesday  of  each  week.  Members  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment substituting  for  permanent  members  shall  receive  for 
services  performed  the  same  pay  as  permanent  member?

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  held  Jan- 
uary 28,  1916,  the  reports  of  the  Sunerintendent  of  Schools, 
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Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  Nashua: 

Your  superintendent,  in  accordance  with  the  rules,  submits 
his  twenty-third  report,  the  forty-ninth  of  its  series. 

Military  Training.  So  long  as  monarchial  forms  of  gov- 
ernment exist  and  so  long  as  an  emperor  or  a  czar  can  enforce 
his  will  upon  his  subject  people  through  the  power  of  standing 
armies,  just  so  long  will  it  behoove  republics  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  war.  It  simply  remains  a  question  as  to  what  is  the 
most  efficient  method  of  training  the  young  men  of  a  republic 
like  our  own  in  the  skill  of  arms.  It  is  my  belief  that  a  com- 
prehensive plan  can  he  developed  whereby  the  boys,  when  they 
reach  the  age  of  twelve  years,  no  matter  in  w^hat  grade  of  school 
they  may  be,  shall  assemble  periodically  for  instruction  in  mili- 
tary affairs.  They  should  be  trained  not  primarily,  perhaps,  in 
the  manual  of  arms  or  in  familiarizing  themselves  with  the  use  of 
a  riile,  but  instructed  about  the  care  of  themselves  and  their 
clothing  while  on  the  march  or  in  the  camp  or  in  the  trenches. 
In  addition  they  might  be  given  practical  instructions  concerning 
the  building  of  cam.p  fires,  the  pitching  of  tents,  the  running  of 
field  telephones,  the  erection  of  dummy  wireless  outfits,  methods 
of  procuring  food,  of  camp  cooking,  the  care  of  the  refuse,  and 
innurrerable  details  which,  even  more  than  the  knowledge  of 
military  tactics,  are  necessary  on  the  modern  field  of  battle.  Boys 
of  this  age  are  enthusiastic  about  such  matters,  are  quick  to  com- 
preher  d  the  practical  bearing  of  duties  of  this  description  and  are 
enthusiastic  in  carrying  out  the  practical  details.  Later,  some- 
where bet^^een  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  f  if  tee  ,  bjys  should  be 
taught  the  use  of  a  rifle  and  the  more  complicated  details.  In 
other  words,  I  believe  that  the  military  education  of  the  boy 
shculd  be  spread  over  at  least  six  years  of  his  public  school  life 
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with  the  gradual  increase  in  difficulty  of  the  military  problems  set 
before  him,  so  that  upon  his  graduation  from  the  high  school  he 
should  have  a  thorough  ground  work  in  the  fundamentals  of  mili- 
tary training.  Moreover,  I  would  have  it  a  distinct  part  of  the 
school  curriculum  so  that  the  pupil  should  be  given  full  credit 
for  his  proficiency 

Several  years  ago  we  had  a  military  company  in  the  Nashua 
Eigh  School  which  was  a  credit  to  that  institution.  1  believe 
now  that  it  was  a  mistake  ever  to  have  dispensed  with  its  organi- 
zation. The  cities  of  Manchester  and  Concord  are  already  in- 
terested in  a  scheme  whereby  military  drill  may  be.  introduced 
under  careful  instruction.  It  would  seem  wise  for  this  Board  of 
Education  to  authorize  a  committee  or  the  superintendent  to  meet 
with  those  in  authority  in  the  above  cities  and  see  if  an  arrange- 
ment can  not  be  made  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  all. 

The  Annex  to  the  Spring  Street  Building.     The  new 

building  on  Ouincy  Street  is  under  process  of  construction  and 
without  doubt  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  the  opening  of  school 
in  September.     The  people  of  Nashua  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  economical  and  efficient  way  in  which  the  committees 
from  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  City  Government  have 
handled  this  matter.     It  would    be  difficult  to   find  in   any  part 
of  our  country  a  sixteen  room  building  which  has  been  erected  at 
a  cost  of  less  than  sixty  thousand  dollars.     Mr    Towner,  the 
architect,  assures  me  that  out  of  the  one  hundred  or  more  build- 
ings which  he  has  planned  this  is  by  far  the  most  economical, 
both  in  available  class  room  space  and  cost,  that  he  has  ever  erect- 
ed or  that  he  knows  anything  about.     This  is  the  more  remarka- 
able  when  it  is  considered  that  under  its  roof  there  are  two  rooms 
devoted    to   kindergarten,    a   thoroughly   up-to-date    plant   for 
manual  training,  an  efficient  arrangement  of  rooms  for  domestic 
science,  a  large  lecture  room,  together  with  eight  class  rooms.     It 
will  be  seen  at  once  that  the  architect  had  no  ordinary  problem 
to  contend  with  in  the  planning  of   a  building  involving  so  many 
arious  school  activities.     The  plans  which    are  herewith  repro- 
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duced  in  miniature  will  give  an  idea  as    to  how  cleverly  the  scheme 
has  been  worked  out. 

Subnormal  Children.  For  some  time  I  have  been  gather- 
ing statistics  in  regard  to  the  number  of  mentally  deficient  chil- 
dren in  our  schools;  in  other  words,  children  that  are  a  distinct 
draw  back  and  drag  on  the  teacher's  time. 

It  is  as  Superintendent  Rundlett  of  Concord  well  says: 

"Another  waste  in  the  expenditure  of  public  money  is  to  be 
found  in  asking  the  teacher  to  use  her  time  in  attempting  to  deve- 
lop the  minds  of  some  children  whose  capacity  for  such  develop- 
ment is  wanting.  Our  country  is  to  be  guided  and  its  destiny 
determined  by  the  capable  part  of  our  population,  the  part  pos- 
sessed by  nature  of  sufficient  mentality  to  respond  to  the  effects 
of  the  teaching  corps.  It  is  this  capable  portion  of  our  pupil  popu- 
lation that  needs  our  great  if  not  our  greatest  public  concern.  By 
segregating  the  incapables  into  schools  or  institutions  fitted  spe- 
cially for  the  unfortunate,  the  capable  portion  may  realize  that 
amount  of  attention  which  justly  belongs  to  them.  The  public 
school  teacher  should  not  be  compelled  to  attempt  the  impossible." 

At  first  the  institution  of  schools  to  take  care  of  these  unfor- 
tunates might  add  somewhat  to  the  general  expense.  But  after 
they  were  once  instituted  the  increased  progress  of  the  brighter 
minds  and  the  progress  achieved  by  these  subnormal  children 
under  proper  teaching  would  more  than  counterbalance  the  in- 
creased expenditure. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  each  year  every  chjld  costs 
the  city  about  thirty  dollars  for  his  education.  I  contend  that 
the  segregation  of  abnormal  children  will  effect  a  saving  and  at 
the  same  time  will  confer  as  lasting  benefit  upon  the  city. 

It  is  well  understood  by  all  who  have  given  the  matter  care- 
ful consideration  that  the  work  of  subnormal  children  should  be 
quite  different  in  character  from  that  offered  the  norm^^l  child. 
The  manual  training  should  be  greatly  in  excess  of  the  mental. 
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Subnormal  children  take  pleasure  and  delight  in  all  mechanical 
operations.  They  become  extremely  skilful  in  matters  like  the 
cane-seating  of  chairs,  weaving  of  rugs,  and  the  easier  problems 
of  carpentry. 

The  whole  object  of  their  education  should  tend  toward  mak- 
ing them  useful  citizens.  Their  lack  of  mental  acumen  is  not  a 
hindrance  to  their  progress  along  lines  in  which  they  are  prof i  - 
cient.  We  should  not  demand  of  them  the  same  measure  of 
mental  activity  that  we  do  of  their  more  fortunate  brothers  a  nd 
sisters.  Accordingly  they  would  stay  in  school  longer  and  when 
weregraduatedtheywoulabereadytotaketheirplaceintheactivi- 
tiesof  life.  Whilethey  would  never  becomebrilliantcitizens,onthe 
other  hand,  they  would  not  become  amenace  to  and  drag  upon  the 
community. 

Medical  Inspection.  There  are  certain  classes  of  children 
in  our  schools  whose  home  training  is  sadly  deficient  in  all  which 
pertains  to  cleanliness  and  right  living.  In  the  most  progressive 
cities  this  lack  of  cleanliness  has  been  frankly  recognized  and 
shower  baths,  tubs,  and  bathroom  appliances  have  been  installed 
so  that  the  school  nurse  or  someone  in  authority  may  administer 
the  bath  whenever  occasion  requires.  I  would  earnestly  advo- 
cate that  at  least  two  throughly  equipped  bath  rooms  be  installed 
in  our  schools  wherever  they  will  be  most  useful.  Miss  Sullivan , 
our  school  nurse,  is  perfectly  willing  and  in  fact  eager  to  take 
charge  of  this  matter  and  see  that  the  children  come  to  school  in 
a  cleanly  and  sanitary  condition. 

During  the  past  fall  term  the  efficiency  of  our  medical  ins- 
pection was  put  to  a  severe  test  and  I  believe  that  the  community 
was  saved,  in  two  instances,  epidemics  of  diphtheria  by  the  prompt 
action  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  school  physicians. 

It  is  difficult  for  many  people  to  realize  the  amount  of  work 
which  falls  upon  the  two  school  physicians  and  the  school  nurse 
in  their  thorough,  inspection  of  our  public  school  children.  When 
we  consider  that  it  involves  the  careful  examination  of  three  thou- 
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sand  children,  throat,  nose,  eyes,  hearing,  lungs,  spinal  curva- 
tures, etc.,  etc.,  it  becomes  evident  that  the  problem  is  not  so 
ample  and  easy  as  might  be  imagined. 

There  is  one  glaring  defect  in  the  department  of  medical 
inspection.  I  refer  to  the  care  of  the  teeth.  Statistics  show 
that  over  ninety  percent  of  school  children  have  mouth  troubles 
that  need  the  attention  of  a  dentist.  In  many  instances  if  cases 
of  defective  teeth  are  called  to  the  attention  of  the  parents  they 
are  sufficienth'  interested  in  their  children's  welfare  to  have  the 
matter  at  once  attended  to  b}^  the  family  dentist  but  there  still 
remain  a  large  proportion  of  cases  where  the  parents  are  too  ne- 
gligent or  too  poor  to  provide  the  necessary  dental  work.  It  is 
for  the  care  of  just  such  cases  that  the  school  dentist  has  been 
found  so  valuable  in  places  where  this  work  has  been  undertaken. 
I  have  been  informed  that  if  the  Board  of  Education  would  equip 
some  room  with  the  proper  chair,  instruments,  etc.,  there  are 
dentists  in  this  city  who  would  donate  their  services  for  a  certain 
number  of  hours  each  week  As  the  teeth  are  becoming  reco 
gnized  more  and  more  as  possible  sources  of  contagion  I  would 
strongly  urge  the  desirability  of  equipping  such  a  room. 

The  Mount  Pleasant  School.  Several  months  ago  the 
fire  commissioners  visited  every  school  building  in  the  city  i  n 
order  to  make  a  critical  examination  from  the  point  of  view  of 
fire  risk.  About  a  month  ago  the  findings  of  the  commissioners 
were  sent  in  typewritten  form  to  the  Board  of  Tducation.  Many 
of  the  minor  recommendations  were  at  once  carried  into  effect 
through  the  order  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  School 
houses,  but  the  more  important  recommendations  involving  lar- 
ge expenditures,  are  still  being  held  under  consideration.  Among 
them  none  is  more  positive  than  that  condemning  the  Mount 
Pleasant  building.  It  was  unqualifiedly  recommended  that  the 
building  be  discontinued  for  school  purposes  and  doubts  expressed 
whether  it  could  be  remodeled  so  that  the  danger  of  fire  could  be 
satisfactorly  eliminated. 

K  indergartens.     No  part  of  our  school  system  has  a  greater

influence  on  the  making  of  future  citizens  than  does  the  kinder- 
garten department.     Although  the  city  is  on  the  whole  well  equi  p- 
pedin  this  respect  there  are  two  sections,  namely,  thso  i;  ar3i  il 
the  Harbor  school  and  the  district  on  the  neighborhood  of  High 
Street  that  are  lacking  in  kindergartens.     Last  year  there  was 
presented  a  petition  signed  by  about  fifty  residents  of  the  Harbar 
school  district.     The  Truant  Officer  found  over  thirty  pupils  of 
kindergarten  age  in  that  neighborhood,  but  after  careful  search  the 
committee  on  kindergartens  was  unable  to  secure  a  b  Ailli  ig  5  lit- 
able  for  such  a  school.     It  would  seem  to  me  wise  to  erect  oi  the 
Harbor  school  lot  one  or  two  class  rooms  for  a  kindergarten  and 
also  to  care  for  the  natural  growth  of  this  district. 

In  the  reighborhood  of  High  Street  there  is  even  more  urgent 
need  of  a  kindergarten.  It  is  evident  to  anyone  visiting  the 
district  that  the  children  are  plentiful  and  the  need  for  kinder- 
garten training  is  perfectly  apparent.  The  teaching  of  gD^l  ni3 
rals  and  right  behavior  to  children  of  this  character  when  taken 
at  the  iirpressionable  age  of  from  four  to  five  years  would  leave  a 
Jastirg  in,pression  upon  their  infant  minds.  I  would  stroigly  urge 
therefore,  that  son:ething  be  done  toward  the  estabhshment  of  a 
kindergarten  in  this  district. 

The  kindergarten  on  Ash  Street  has  always  maintained  a 
good  attendance,  but  is  it  housed  in  a  most  unsatisfactory  manner. 
It  is  directly  over  a  bakery  where  the  noise  and  odors  are    very  ob- 
jectionable especially  as  the  room  is  practically  without     venti- 
lation. Moreover,  the  light  is  bad  and  there  are  othir  disagreeable 
features.     It  has  been  suggested  that  two  rooms  might  be  added' 
to  the  present  Palm  Street  building,  which  was  designed  with  that 
end  in  view,  and  thus  provide  quarters  not  only  for  the  kialer- 
garten  but  for  the  overflow  room  which  now  occupies  one  of   the. 
corridors. 

Penmanship.  For  two  years  the  schools  have  been  work- 
ing under  the  so-called  Palmer  Method  of  Writing.  The  results 
have  been  extremely  gratifying  and  the  interest  has  been  well 
sustained  both  by  pupils  and  teachers.     All  oi  the  teachers .  with 
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one  or  two  exceptions,  have  now  received  their  Palmer  Diplomas 
and  are  qualified  to  teach  this  modern  system  of  writing.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  the  number  of  pupils  who  have  applied  for  the 
Palmer  "Buttons",  "Progress  Pins,"  and  "Diplomas."  I  look 
forward  to  the  time  when  practically  every  child  who  goes  through 
our  schools  will  have  earned  his  diploma  in  writing  before  the  end 
of  the  ninth  year. 

The  Teachers'  Club.  I  cannot  forbear  to  report  on  the  ex- 
cellent spirit  which  exists  among  the  corps  of  teachers.  I  attri- 
bute it  in  a  large  measure  to  the  influence  of  the  Teachers'  Club. 
In  the  main  the  object  of  this  club  is  educational  but  at  the  same 
time  the  social  gatherings  are  always  carefully  planned  admirably 
carried  out  so  that  the  life  of  the  teachers  is  broadened  through 
its  agency.  I  doubt  if  there  is  another  teachers'  club  in  New- 
England  which  so  clearly  meets  the  social  and  intellectual  need 
of  its  members.  There  is  no  compulsion  placed  upon  anybody 
in  regard  to  its  attendance.  The  teachers  are  perfectly  indepen- 
dent as  to  whether  they  will  join  or  hot  and  for  this  reason  it  is 
all  the  more  commendable  as  indicating  the  correct  attitude 
which  they  hold  to  their  profession. 

Evening  School.  In  spite  of  the  labor  troubles  of  the  past 
year  our  Evening  School  has  been  unusually  prosperous.  The 
courses  have  been  broadened  and  the  grammar  school  section 
has  been  worked  out  along  departmental  lines  which  act  as  an  in- 
centive to  teacher  and  pupil  alike.  The  high  school  courses  in 
stenography,  typewriting,  and  bookkeeping  have  been  unusually- 
well  attended  and  the  progress  of  the  pupils  has  been  even  more 
marked  than  in  past  years.  I  should  like  to  recommend  to  the 
Evening  School  Committee  that  they  consider  the  advisability 
of  carrying  out  the  plan  so  ably  outlined  by  your  President,  Judge 
Frank  B.  Clancy.  The  time  has  come  when  the  Evening  School, 
should  offer  the  citizens  of  Nashua  any  course  in  intellectual  en- 
deavor that  they  may  be  called  upon  to  give,  provided,  of  course 
that  a  sufficient  number  of  students  should  offer  themselves  to. 
make  a  class  of  reasonable  size.     I  would  suggest  the  feasibility 
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of  courses  in  Domestic  Science,  Manual  Training,  Commercial 
Law,  English  Literature,  French,  German,  Spanish,  History,  and 
kindred  subjects.  I  see  no  reason  why  the  Evening  School  not 
be  a  center  of  "civic  activity." 

Rules.  As  a  matter  of  record  and  also  as  a  matter  of  just- 
ice, I  wish  to  mention  the  vast  amount  of  work  which  your  Com- 
mittee on  Rules,  Frank  B.  Clancy,  Albert  J.  McKean,  John  H. 
Field,  and  W.  C.  French,  has  expended  upon  their  revision.  It  has 
cost  many  hours  of  arduous,  painstaking  work  and  much  sacrifice 
of  time.  No  doubt  the  rules  as  at  present  revised  will  stand  for 
many  years  to  come  without  material  alteration. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  sup- 
port given  the  schools  of  Nashua  by  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Education.

Report  of  Principal  of  the 
High  School 


Mr.  James  H.  Fassett,  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

In  compliance  with  the  rules  of  the  Board  of    Education  I 
submit  my  annual  report. 

There  have  been  only  two  changes  in  the  teaching  force  this 
year,  Mr.  Frank  R.  Powers  succeeds  Mrs.  Walter  S.  Nesmith, 
who  had  rendered  this  school  more  than  ten  years  of  succesful 
service  in  the  commercial  department.  Miss  Lillian  A.  Dowd  is 
substituting  for  Miss  Anna  F.  Cross,  who  was  granted  a  leave  of 
absence  for  one  year.  Miss  Dowd  does  not,  however,  teach  class- 
es in  French  only  as  Miss  Cross  did,  but  part  of  her  work  is  in 
French  and  part  in  English.  Five  of  the  teachers  in  our  school 
spent  a  large  part  of  their  long  vacation  studying  in  summer 
schools. 

The  total  registration  during  the  first  term  of    the   school  year 
1915 — 1916  is  416.     The  number  of  tuition  pupils  is  seventy.

Seventy-six  pupils  were  graduated  June  18,  1915 — eight  of 
these  from  the  boys'  industrial  course.  They  were  the  first 
graduates  from  this  course.  One  of  the  eight  is  doing  graduate 
work  in  our  school,  four  are  studying  in  other  schools,  and  the 
other  three  are  at  work  in  gainful  occupations.

At  least  eight  others  are  pursuing  their  studies  away  from 
Nashua. 

When  the  number  of  ambitious  girls  who  desire  to  go  on 
studying  Household  Arts  is  large  enough  to  warrant  the  expense, 
I  ,hope  that  this  work  will  be  continued  beyond  the  second  year. 
In  my  judgment  the  time  for  extending  Domestic  Arts  in  this 
way  has  not  yet  arrived. 

Within  the  last  few  years  our  country  has  taken  more  interest 
than  formerly  in  the  countries  south  of  the  United  States.  One 
result  is  the  introduction  of  the  study  of  Spanish  into  many  High 
Schools.     We  ought  to  consider  the  matter  for  our  school. 

In  my  report  five  years  ago  I  stated  that  "On  cold,  bluster- 
ing days  the  heating  plant  is  not  equal  to  the  task  of  supplying 
enough  heat  for  the  building. "  I  h  a ve  n ot  changed  my  opinion  in 
this  matter,  neither  have  the  boilers  been  changed,  nor  has 
the  climate  changed.  The  three  boilers  are  of  the  cast  iron,  low 
pressure  type  and  our  building,  with  the  annex,  is  too  heavy  a 
load  for  them.  Of  course,  one  result  of  insufficient  heat  is  poor 
ventilation.  It  is  very  difficult  to  get  people  to  admit  more  cold 
outside  air  when  that  which  is  within  the  building  is  too  cold 
for  the  comfort  of  those  present.  The  use  of  the  building  by  the 
night  school  necessitates  more  care  in  the  handling  of  the  ventila- 
tion. It  costs  to  keep  a  large  schoolhouse  sufficiently  warm  and 
thoroughly  ventilated  but  we  will  agree  that  the  cost  is  justified 
when  the  health  of  the  young  people  is  considered. 

The  serving  of  lunches  at  recess  by  the  pupils  under  the  di- 
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rection  of  Miss  Pillsbury  is  proving  to  be  a  success  from  every 
standpoint.     The  young  woman  who  helps  in  the  preparation  of 
the  food  and  who  is  responsible  for  the  general  work  of  the  lunch 
department  is  a  recent  graduate  of  our  school  from  the  domestic 
arts  course.     She  has  proved  to  be  well  trained,  competent,  effi- 
cient, and  obliging.     For  her  services  she  is  paid  from  the  returns 
from  the  lunch  counter  and  all  the  supplies,  including  the  food 
which  is  prepared  by  the  grammar  school  pupils,    are    purchased 
at  regular  rates  and  the  bills  paid  by  the  commercial  department 
out  of  the  income  from  the    sale  of  lunches.     The  business  has 
been  entirely  self-supporting. 

The  play  presented  by  the  senior  class  was  entitled,  "Pro- 
fessor Pepp."  The  City  Hall  was  used  for  this  entertainment 
for  the  first  time  in  several  years.  The  work  was  thoroughly 
prepared  and  given  in  a  creditable  manner.  The  music  was  fur- 
nished by  the  school  orchestra.  The  number  of  paid  admissions 
was  rather  more  than  500  and  the  net  proceeds  were  $186.63.  'I'his 
money  is  used  by  the  senior  class  for  graduation  e<.od  ises. 

The  program  of  recitations  was  so  arranged  this  year  that  most 
0I  the  teachers  were  able  to  spend  some  time  each  week  with  many 
of  their  pupils  besides  the  time  for  recitations^  -This  gives  an 
opportunity  to  supervise  the  preparation  of  lessons  and  to  assist 
pupils  who  need  help  because  of  absence  or  for  any  other  reason. 
The  plan  also  diminishes  the  numiber  of  pupils  in  the  large  st  dy 
rooms.     It  has  been  an  advantage  to  all  concerned. 

There  have  been  two  changes  in  entrance  requiremients  made 
lately  by  colleges  in  which  Nash,  a  is  particularly  interested.  The 
college  at  Eurham  has  announced  that  next  vSeptember  it  will  be- 
gin to  adn.it  students  who  can  show  dip!on  as  from  schools  appro- 
ved by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  Formerly  this 
college  required  a  rank  of  at  least  B  from  our  graduates.  The 
other  change  in  admission  requirements  is  the  one  announced 
by  the  college  at  Hanover  to  the  effect  that  Darmouth  will  accept 
a  certificate  because  it  relies  on  the  judgement  and  discretion  of 
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the  school  principal  concerned,  but  that  the  college  will  demand 
for  certification  a  higher  grade  of  work  than  is  required  for  pass- 
ing. The  two  methods  of  admission  are  thus  seen  to  be  widely 
different  in  the  two  colleges  in  our  own  state. 

The  Nashua  High  School  continues  to  be  included  on  all  the 
lists  of  approved  schools  where  it  has  ever  appeared.  In  addition 
to  the  former  approvals  is  a  recent  one  from  Dartmouth  College 
given  after  a  thorough  personal  examination  of  our  school  by 
Professor  McConnaughy.  I  close  this  report  with  a  quotation 
from  the  professor's  letter  concerning  our  school.  "I  found  it. 
'  one  of  the  best  schools  I  have  visited,  and  I  certainly  cannot  make 
any  criticism  of  it.  Our  committee  is  much  pleased  with  the 
type  of  boys  that  we  have  received  from  Nashua,  and  hopes  that 
the  pleasant  relations  between  the  school  and  College  may  con- 
tinue."

Report  of  Director  of  Music 


Nashua,  N.  H.,  January  i,   1916 
Mr.  James  H.  Fassett,  Superi.i)tendent  of  Schools: 

Dear   vSir: 

This  the  ninetenth  annual  report  of  the  present  Director  of 
Music  in  the  public  schools  of  Nashua  is  submitted  with  the  con 
viction  that  the  year  just  ended  was  the  most  successful  in  the 
series  under  the  supervision  of  the  undersigned .  An  idea  of  what 
was  accomplished  during  the  year  can  be  gathered,  as  far  as  the 
High  School  Is  concerned,  where  the  work  in  music  is  brought  to 
full  fruition,  by  the  verdict  of  Mr.  Leonard  Liebling,  editor  in 
chie*  of  the  New  Vork  Musical  Courier,  who  attended  the  Nashua 
Music  festival.  May  1 3  and  14,  particularly  to  observe  the  work 
of  the  Nashua  High  School,  in  a  signed  criticism  in  the  Mu- 
sical Courier  of  May  19,  19 15. 

Mr.  Liebling  wrote  among  other  things:  "Mr.  Hood's  work 
with  the  High  School  chorus  is  a  labor  of  love,  even  though  he  is 
officially  the  supervisor  of  music  in  the  Nashua  schools.     There 
was  no  mistaking  the  enthusiasm  of  the  conductor  for  his  singers, 
of  the  singers  for  their  conductor,  and  of  the  singers  and  the  con- 
ductor for  the  works  they  performed.     The  distinguishing  cha- 
racteristic of  the  delivery  were  temperamental  impetus  and  vo- 
lume of  tonal  output,  qualities  that  fitted  admirably  the  nature 
of  the  Indian  subject  and  the  music  to  which  it  is  wedded.     In 
spite,  however,  of  the  powerful  fortes  of  the  massed  singers  and 
their  thrilling  attack  at  times,  they  showed  that  they  had  been 
well  taught  also  the  virtues  of  a  restrained  pianissimo,  and  they 
used  it  effectively  and  even  touchingly  during  some  of  the  lyrical 
and  mournful  episodes  of  the    musical    legend.     In  correctness 
of  intonation,  richness  of  timbre,  surety  of  time  and  rhythm,  and 
technical  accuracy,  the  High  School  youngsters  were  nothing  less 
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than  remarkable,  a  point  on  which  many  of  the  listening  festival 
veterans  agreed  unanimously." 

The  works  performed  were  "  Hiawatha's  Wedding  Feast,"  and 
"The  Death  of  Minnehaha,"  the  text  taken  from  Longfellow's 
poem  and  set  to  music  by  S.  Coleridge-Taylor,  calling  for  three 
soloists,  chorus  and  orchestra.  The  soloists  were  these  New  York 
singers.  Miss  Dorothy  Maynard,  soprano;  Mrs.  William  Wheeler, 
tenor,  Mr.  Reinald  Werrenrath,  baritone.  Miss  Mildred  Potter, 
who  has  since  died,  and  who  was  America's  greatest  contralto, 
assisted  at  the  concert  by  singing  an  operatic  air,  and  a  group  of 
songs.  The  Boston  Festival  orchestra  assisted.  The  school  is 
now  prepaiing  two  chor^'l  works  the  lym-  cantata  '  The  Foui 
Winds,"  text  from  Longfellow's  poem  "Hiawatha"  and  set  to 
music  by  Carl  Busch.  and  the  patriotic  cantata  "Fair  Ellen," 
composed  by  Max  Bruch,  which  will  be  given  at  the  fifteenth 
annual  festival.  May  18  and  19,  with  the  assistance  of  prominent 
soloists  and  the  Boston  Festival  orchestra. 

In  all  the  other  schools  the  work  has  been  carried  on  with 
enthusiasm  and  splendid  results  by  both  the  teachers  and  pupils. 
The  musical  material  used  in  the  schools  of  Nashua  is  the  best  ob- 
tainable in  America  and  Europe.  With  this  material  a  love  for 
the  best  and  most  beautiful  in  music  is  fostered,  with  the  results 
that  graduates  of  the  Nashua  High  School  are  complimented  by 
and  gladly  received  into  the  musical  circles  of  the  many  colleges  of 
the  land. 

To  the  Superintendent,  the  Board  of  Education,  and  to  the 
teachers,  the  undersigned  is  grateful  for  kindly  and  helpful  co- 
operation.

The  teachers  and  pupils  have  worked  faithfully  and  well  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  have  achieved  some  good  results. 

In  our  exhibit  held  in  the  City  Hall  in  May  the  modelling 
in  plastercine  by  the  pupils  in  the  first,  second,  and  third  grades 
of  the  Mulberry  Street  School  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention. 
Some  of  the  birds  and  animals  made  by  a  Polish  boy  were  quite 
wonderful.  One  advantage  of  the  work  is  that  Greek,  Polish,  and 
other  foreign  bo3^s  and  girls  are  not  handicapped  in  doing  it  by 
their  ignorance  of  the  English  language.  The  satisfaction  which 
they  show  and  the  se'f-respect  which  they  gain  when  they  find  one 
thing  which  they  can  do  as  weM  or  better  than  their  companions 
s  a  pleasure  to  see  and  ma  worthwhile    ' 

The  basketry  exhibit  was  cU-;o  unuually  good  Snice  the 
Citv  Hall  was  redecoiated  and  we  are  not  allowed  to  use  tacks  or 
nails  in  putting  up  our  exhibits  the  uppoitunity  lo  show  drawmgs 
and  paintings  is  very  inadequate  and  we  feel  that  we  did  not  make 
a  verv  satisfactory  showing  of  the  work  done  last  year  If  wt 
are  tq  continue  to  have  an  annual  exhibition  in  the  Cify  Hall  I 
recommend  that  the  Drawing  I^epartment  be  permitted  to  have 
made  some  inexpensive  burlap  screens  on  which  to  exhibit  the 

work. 

During  the  Autumn  term  we  have  been  tiving  a  new  kind 
of  work  in  the  ninth  grade.  We  ca^'  it  problems  m  interior  deco- 
ration although  the  work  was  not  as  ambitious  as  the  name  sug- 
gests It  consisted  in  having  the  pupils  paint  in  harmonious 
color  schemies  the  walls,  ha.igings.  and  rugs  on  outline  drawings 
of  rooms.     We  showed  them,  as  models,  pictures  of  beautifnJ 
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rooms  which  we  had  obtained  from  magazines  and  dealers  in  wall- 
paper. Of  course  we  hope  that  this  work  will  eventually  lead  the 
pupils  to  choose  simpler  and  more  beautiful  furnishings  for  their 
own  homes.  The  results  were  as  good  as  we  could  expect  for  the 
first  year,  but  we  hope  with  the  experience  we  have  gained  to  do 
better  next  year. 

The  new  lanterns  with  reflectors  which  have  been  placed  in 
so  many  of  the  schools  are  going  to  make  it  possible  to  develop 
and  improve  picture  study.  We  owe  a  debt  to  the  Perry  pictures. 
They  came  into  the  schools  first  and  have  been  used  to  great 
advantage,  but,  after  all,  they  are  only  small  black  and  white  re 
productions  of  large  colored  pictures.  When  we  bear  in  mind 
that  the  true  object  of  picture  study  is  the  appreciation  and  en 
joyn-iCnt  of  beauty  we  can  easily  see  how  much  more  surely  we 
can  give  the  appreciation  and  enjoyment  to  pupils  with  the  en- 
larged colored  pictures  which  these  lanterns  throw  on  the  screen. 

I  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  opportunity  which  the 
new  building  will  give  the  teachers  to  put  into  practice  the  ex- 
perience which  they  have  gained  in  school  room  decoration  I 
hope  this  building  can  be  made  the  best  decorated  and  most  ar- 
tistic building  in  the  City,  and  I  think  it  can  be.  To  accomplish 
this,  however,  will  take  time,  thought,  and  patience.  The  ease 
with  which  m^oney  was  raised  to  buy  Victrolas  shows  that  the 
parents  and  the  general  public  support  the  schools  generously 
in  every  worthy  undertaking.  A  hap-hazard  method  of  decorat- 
ing each  schoolroom  will  result  in  failure  while  a  good  plan  even 
though  not  fully  carried  out  for  several  years  will  make  a  success.

Report  of  Director  of  Manual  Training 

Mr.  James  H.  Fassett,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: 

In  compliance  with  the  regulations,  I  submit  the  following 
as  a  report  for  the  year  19 15,  being  the  Sixth  Annual  Report  oi 
this  Department. 

School  reports  are  chiefly  useful  as  history.  Their  value 
increases  as  the  years  go  by.  Following  are  facts  and  figures 
pertaining  to  the  present  and  future  of  this  department 

Last  June  completed  the  first  four  years  of  Industrial  work 
in  the  high  school.  Of  the  ten  pupils  taking  Senior  work  last 
year  eight  received  Industrial  diplomas,  two  receiving  diplomas 
from  the  General  Course. 

Last  June  the  department  purchased  through  local  con- 
cerns : 

One  I  1-2  Cincinnna,ti  Milling  Machine 

One  13-inch  5  foot  Flather  (Open  gear)  Engine  Lathe, 

The  usual  exhibition  of  work  of  the  Evening  Students  in 
Mechanical  Drawing  was  held  in  the  store  window  of  Howard- 
Sexton  Co.,  on  Main  Street. 

In  May  the  annual  exhibition  of  Industrial  work  in  the 
Public  Schools  was  held  in  the  City  Hall.  It  was  the  first  year 
that  the  completed  course  had  been  shown.  It  attracted  much 
attention  and  made  a  favorable  impression. 

The  new  lantern  which  has  been  ased  for  the  past  year  has 
proved  its  worth  many  times  and  I  hope  the  School  Board  will 
install  one  in  the  new  Quincy  Street  School. 

This  year  all  Blueprints  for  the  Department  have  been  made 
by  the  boys. 

The  pupils  have  just  completed  a  set  of  forty  T  squares  and 
fourteen  Cabinets,  each  containing  four  Drawers,  to  be  used  in 
the  new  school. 
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We  now  have  enough  school  work  of  this  kind  to  do  to  keep 
us  busy  for  several  months. 

The  total  number  of  boys  in  the  present  ninth  grades  in  the 
city  is  over  sixty  per  cent  greater  than  it  was  last  year  at  this 
time. 

So  it  is  to  be  expected  that  we  will  have  a  larger  freshman 
class  than  ever  before.  With  our  larger  quarters  I  doubt  it 
will  be  necessary  another  year  to  refuse  admitting  pupils,  as  we 
have  during  the  last  three  years. 

By  placing  locks  on  and  equipping  twelve  drawers  in  the  Phy- 
sical Laboratory  we  have  been  able  to  accommodate  the  increased 
number  of  pupils  in  the  freshman  class.  Twenty  four  pupils  are 
too  many  to  handle  at  one  time,  especially  in  the  shop.  I  suggest 
their  being  divided  into  two  classes  another  year. 

The  entire  course  throughout  the  school  remains  unchanged 
with  the  exception  of  two  cases,  which  are  the  reducing  of  the  time 
spent  on  wood  turning  and  devoting  it  to  pattern-making  and  in- 
troducing reed  work  and  cane  seating  into  the  sixth  grade. 

The  shops  are  open  about  ten  hours  a  week  outside  of  regular 
school  hours.  During  this  time  the  pupils  are  allowed  to  work 
on  their  regular  subjects  or  extra  work  which  they  may  be  inte- 
rested in.  Just  previous  to  last  Christmas  at  five  o'clock  one 
night,  I  counted  fifty-two  boys  in  the  Spring  St.  School  Shop. 

Printing 

Printing,  one  of  the  oldest  arts,  has  for  the  past  ten  years 
proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  educational  and  practical  subjects 
that  has  recently  been  added  to  the  school  curriculum. 

Personally  I  have  been  very  slow  about  advocating  the 
teaching  of  printing  in  the  schools  as  I  w  as  tempted  to  think  that 
the  promoters  advocated  it  from  a  practical  point  of  view  rather 
than  from  the  educational.  From  observation  during  the  last 
four  years  and  insight  gained  by  taking  a  special  course  in  print- 
ing last  summer  I  am  convinced  that  the  educational  side  of  the 
Art  is  even  greaterthan  the  practical.  The  reason  why  so  many 
advance  the  practical  side  is  because  the  cities  save  in  most  cases 
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Several  hundred  dollars  each  }/ear  by  having  the  School  Printing 
Department  do  most  of  the  School  printing. 

The  school  print  shop  should  not  and  would  not  have  to  go 
out  of  the  School  Department  to  get  enough  work  to  keep  its 
pupils  busy  as  I  have  found  out,  they  have  more  than  enough 
with  school  printing  alone 

I  have  visited  printing  classes  in  the  following  schools  not 
far  from  Nashua,  Concord  High,  Concord,  N.  H. ;  Waltham  High, 
Waltham,  Mass.;  Everett  High,  Everett,  Mass.;  Milton  High, 
Milton,  Mass.;  North  Bennett  vSt.  School,  and  Hyde  Park  High. 
Boston,  Mass. ;  Newton  High,  Newton,  Mass. ;  Providence  Tech. 
High,  Providence,  R.  I. ;  Holyoke,  Lynn  and  Springfield  are  doing 
good  work  in  printing. 

The  1915  Concord,  N  H.  Report  states  that  122,000  sheets 
(which  consisted  of  160,000  impressions)  have  been  run  through 
the  press.  In  Waltham  High  there  are  more  pupils  than  one 
instructor  can  conveniently  handle. 

In  Milton,  printing  is  compulsory  with  all  pupils  taking  the 
Commercial  Course. 

Following  is  an  extract  taken  from  the  Springfield  19 14 
Report.  "In  the  first  five  months  a  quantity  of  printing  has 
been  turned  out  that,  estimated  on  the  basis  of  standard  prices, 
amounts  to  $1,183.00.  Considerable  printing  for  the  school 
Department  that  could  not  have  been  done  heretofore  owing  to 
the  cost,  is  nOw  practicable." 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  Newton  School  Report 
19 14:  "Fiom  the  first,  the  introduction  or  printing  has  more 
than  justified  itself.  Many  boys  who  are  not  interested  in  the 
woodworking  are  interested  in  the  printing  and  do  successful 
work.  It  has  grown  steadily  in  favor  until  practically  all  of  the 
supervising  principals  have  introduced  the  work  at  very  little 
expense  to  the  city.  It  has  not  only  served  a  useful  purpose 
from  the  educational  standpoint,  but  a  large  amount  of  productive 
work  has  been  done  as  well.  Blank  forms,  instruction  sheets, 
etc.,  which  have  made  for  efficiency  in  the  general  conduct  of  the 
School  have  been  turned  out  on  the  grammar  school  press." 
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Taken  froir  tl  e  Superintendent's  Report,  1914,  Lynn,  Mass:, 
"Nothing  seems  to  me  to  combine  the  means  of  mental  and 
irotor  education  in  such  complete  harmiony  and  efficiency  as  the 
printing  press.  We  have  in  the  English  high  school  and  in  the 
Cobbet  School,  each,  an  excellent  Chandler  &  Price  Press,  10  x  15 
chase,  and  credits  are  given  for  press  work  in  all  of  ^  the  high 
school  courses.  Many  pupils  in  the  Cobbet  school  have  a  mas- 
tery of  the  mechanics  of  English  which  I  am  confident  they  would 
not  have  attained  without  their  work  on  the  printing  press.  I 
wish  that  every  grammar  school  might  be  supplied  with  a  press 
like  the  above,  not  for  commercial  uses,  but  for  purely  educational 
purposes. ****Let  us  remember  that  whatever  serves  the  purpose 
of  real  education  is  neither  a  fad  nor  a  useless  expense. ' 

With  an  appropriation  of  about  $500  printing  could  be  started 
on  a  good  foundation  in  the  northeast  room  of  the  new  Ouincy 
Street  School. 

The  Printer's  Trade  Union  are  in  sympathy  with  this  form 
of  education  and  all  broadminded  printers  are.  I  have  talked  the 
question  over  with  one  of  the  largest  printers  in  the  city,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  City  Government,  and  he  is  in  favor  of  the  work,  and 
volunteered  to  assist  me  in  the  future  when  the  work  is  added  to 
the  curriculum.

Not  the  least  of  the  activities  of  this  department  is  its  EvC- 
ing  Mechanical  Drawing  Class,  which  this  year  is  larger  than  any 
previous  year.     There  being  twenty-nine  pupils  enrolled. 
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Their  occupations  are  as  follows :

Portable  lights  were  arranged  in  the  Physical  Laboratory  so 
that  we  could  accommodate  twelve  additional  students. 

Six  of  last  year's  students  returned  for  further  instruction. 

Several  men  have  asked  to  take  shopwork  in  wood  and  iron. 
I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  Evening  School  committee  consi- 
der opening  one  or  two  of  the  shops  in  the  new  Ouincy  Street 
School  for  shop  instruction. 

Recommendations 

For  the  further  extension  of  Industrial  Work  in  the  Nashua 
Public  Schools. 

I  St.  That  an  upright  drill,  two  engine  lathes  and  a  univer- 
sal grinder  be  installed  in  the  Machine  Shop  at  the  Ouincy  Street 
School. 

2nd.     That  printing  be  introduced  into  the  school  and  a  9  inch 
by  1 2  inch  press  with  necessary  equipment  be  purchased. 

3rd.     That   twelve  down-draft  forges  be  installed  in  the  new 
Forge  Shop,  with  necessary  equipment. 

4th.  That  twelve  more  Mechanical  Drawing  tables  be  added' 
for  use  in  the  new  building. 

5th.     I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  above  questions  be 
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considered  in  the  near  future  as  prices  on  all  the  above  materials 
are  advancing  very  rapidly. 

Conclusion 

It  is  obviously  impossible  within  the  proper  limits  of  any 
single  report  to  give  a  complete  presentation  of  all  of  the  activities 
of  a  Department.  I  trust,  however,  that  enough  has  been  out- 
lined in  the  preceding  pages  to  indicate  clearly  whether  or  not  the 
Department  is  being  managed  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  ef- 
ficiency. 

The  greatest  event  of  the  year,  to  my  mind,  is  the  starting 
'of  the  new  building  for  I  feel  that  it  is  the  acknowledgement  of 
the  fact  that  we  have  proved  that  we  are  worthy  of  a  new  home. 
I  express  the  feeling  of  my  co-workers  when  I  say  that  with  our 
united  efforts  we  will  endeavor  to  make  the  new  school  one  that 
the  citizens  of  Nashua  will  be  proud  of. 

In  closing  I  feel  that  I  can  report  general  progress  but  their 
is  much  to  be  done.     With  patient,  united  and  well-directed  effort 
I  know  that  a  great  work  can  be  done.   It  is  for  this  co-operation 
that  I  wish  to  thank  you,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Education 
the  City  Government,  teachers,  and  citizens.

Report  of  Director  of  Domestic  Science 


Mr.  James  H.  Fassett,  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Dear  Sir: 

The  work  in  the  department  of  Household  x-lrts  is  progressing 
each  year.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  the  courses  in  the 
grades  were  so  arranged  that  the  girls  have  sewing  in  the  sixth  and 
eight  grades  and  cooking  in  the  seventh  and  ninth.  This  gives 
to  all  the  girls  two  years  of  cooking  and  will  make  possible  much 
—  ore  advanced  work  in  ninth  grade.  Miss  I^owd  teaches  all  the 
classes  in  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eigh  h  grades.  The  sewing 
classes  number  one  hundred  and  fifty- eight;  the  seventh  grade 
cooking  classes,  eighty-four ;  and  the  ninth  grade  cooking  classes 
ninety-six» 

In  the  High  School  the  work  has  been  planned  with  especial 
reference  to  the  needs  of  the  girls  who  elect  this  course.  In  the 
Freshman  class  of  fifteen  girls  the  time  allowed,  seven  periods  a 
week,  is  devoted  entirely  to  the  Domestic  Art  work.  The  course 
includes,  first,  a  study  of  textiles,  which  aims  to  make  the  girls 
intelligent  in  selecting  and  buying  materials;  second,  the  making 
of  a  sufficient  number  of  garments  to  give  a  thorough  understand- 
ing of  all  the  processes  necessary  in  making  their  own  clothes,  i.  e. 
drafting,  cutting,  fitting,  and  finishing.  We  expect  this  work  to 
give  them  better,  ideals  of  personal  appearance  and  raise  their 
standards  of  good  taste  in  dress.  In  the  Sophomore  class  of  nine 
girls  the  work  is  divided  into  two  parts.  The  first,  a  course  in 
cooking,  which  aim^  to  teach  the  proper  planning,  buying, 
cooking  and  serving  of  well-balanced  economical  meals.  The 
second  part  of  this  course  deals  with  home  making.  To  give 
practical  experience  we  have  taken  for  our  problem  the  renovating 
of  the  Teachers'  Room  on  the  Second  floor  of  the  High  School 
building.  The  work  was  necessarily  prefaced  with  several  weeks 
of  most  laborious  drudgery,  removing  the  dirt  which  had  been

allowed  to  bollect  there.  Surely  no  better  opportunity  could  have 
been  found  so  very  thoroughly  to  illustrate  to  the  girls  the  condi- 
tions that  result  from  slovenly  neglect  in  contrast  to  those  that 
spring  from  sanitary,  dainty  cleanliness.  With  the  first  cleaning 
accomplished,  the  girls  have  been  much  interested  in  making  the 
room  confortable  and  attractive.  A  battered  table  has  been 
scraped  and  ref  inished  entirely  by  the  girls ;  dainty  curtains  made 
for  the  windows ;  a  pad  and  pillows  for  the  couch ;  and  finally  two 
comfortable  chairs  and  a  much  needed  screan  purchased  to  com- 
plete the  furnishings.  A  schedule  has  been  arranged  whereby 
one  girl  from  the  class  cleans  the  room  each  day  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  teacher.  This  gives  opportunity  for  valuable  lessons 
in  house  wifery  which  are  usually  impossible  in  the  public  schools. 

The  High  School  lunch  room  with  Miss  Vivian  Jones  in  char- 
ge continues  to  be  successful  though  on  a  slightly  different  basis 
from  last  year.  The  courses  in  cooking  are  arranged  to  give  the 
pupils  the  best  possible  series  of  lessons  without  regard  for  the 
lunch  room  needs.  The  lunches  are  planned  to  use  the  product 
of  the  laboratory.  The  finances  of  the  two  are  entirely  separate, 
and  the  lunch  room  pays  the  laboratory  the  cost  of  materials  for 
all  food  purchased.  This  enables  the  pupils  to  handle  larger 
quantities  and  makes  the  cooking  lessons  more  practical. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  we  anticipate  the  new  quarters  for 
this  department  in  the  Quincy  Street  School.  The  better  equip- 
ment there  including  the  model  dining-room,  pantry,  and  bed- 
room, together  with  the  new  laboratory,  and  sewing  rooms,  will 
make  possible  a  well-rounded  and  more  complete  course  that  will 
give  the  girls  practical  lessons  in  home  making.

Report  of  School  Nurse 


Mr.  James  H.  Fassett,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
Dear  Sir: 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  herewith  submit  the 
third  annual  report  of  Medical  Inspection. 

Everyone  connected  with  the  schools,  parents  and  children, 
seem  to  be  much  pleased  with  the  medical  inspection. 

The  Inspectors  have  found  many  defects  corrected  this  year. 

There  was  a  large  percentage  of  defective  teeth.  Those  who 
could  have  dentistry  done  had  it  attended  to  during  vacation 
and  the  number  who  could  not  afford  it  are  still  suffering  with  bad 
teeth.  One  of  our  city  dentists  voluntarily  offered  to  start  a  free 
clinic  and  give  one  day  each  month  for  children  who  could  not 
have  their  teeth  attended  to  in  any  other  way.  He  was  sure  that 
other  dentists  would  be  willing  to  give  some  time  for  such  a  worthy 
cause.  This  would  require  a  room  fitted  for  such  work  and  would 
meet  one  of  our  most  needed  requirements.  I  trust  the  Board  of 
Education  will  encourage  the  matter,  feeling  now  that  the  dentists 
are  willing  to  co-operate  with  us. 

The  school  physicians  have  given  a  great  deal  of  extra  time 
to  school  work  this  year,  as  you  already  know.  We  have  had 
trouble  from  the  opening  of  the  schools  to  the  present  time  to 
check  the  spread  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever.  Cultures  were 
taken  in  the  rooms  where  children  were  exposed.  I  visited  the 
home  of  every  child  who  was  out  of  school  with  a  sore  throat  to 
find  out  the  conditions,  if  necessary  the  school  doctor  took  a  cul- 
ture and  in  this  way  we  have  been  able  to  closely  follow  up  each 
case. 

I  wish  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  bath 
room  is  needed  in  some  school  to  encourage  the  children  in  the 
different  buildings  to  take  a  cleansing  bath.

Each  child  attending  the  public  schools  has  been  examined 
and  parents  were  notified  of  cases  found  requiring  immediate 
attention. 

The  eye  tests  of  all  the  new  children  and  suspicious  cases 
since  last  year  have  been  made  and  special  attention  has  been 
given  them. 

The  principals  and  teachers  of  the  various  buildings  have 
been  most  helpful  to  us  and  through  their  close  observation  we 
have  been  able  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  the  Board  of  Education,  the 
principals  and  teachers  for  your  cooperation.

The  Quincy  Street  School  is  unique ;  there  are  four  separate 
divisions  of  educational  work  being  provided  for  under  one  roof,, 
neither  one  of  which  comes  in  contact  with  the  other. 

Two  large  rooms  for  the  Kindergarten  Department  are  placed 
on  the  ground  floor  at  the  south  end  of  the  building ;  these  rooms 
are  connected  with  each  other  by  means  of  folding  doors.  Separate 
entrance  and  cloak  rooms  are  provided  and  in  one  of  the  rooms  is 
a  large  fire  place  with  tiles,  upon  which  are  depicted  nursery  tales. 
There  is  a  separate  entrance  to  this  Department  and  the  children 
in  it  do  not  come  in  contact  with  any  of  the  other  occupants  oi 
the  building.  They  have  their  special  play  ground  which  fs 
reached  from  the  sidewalk  level. 

Then  there  is  the  Manual  Training  Department  which  takes 
up  the  rest  of  the  ground  floor  as  shown  by  the  plan,  as  well  aS 
some  additional  rooms  on  the  first  floor.  The  Manual  Training: 
Department  is  reached  by  the  special  entrance  at  the  north  side  ' 
of  the  building  and  these  pupils  do  not  come  in  contact  with  any 
others  in  the  building,  there  being  special  staircases  from  ground 
floor  to  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  same  Department  on  the  first 
floor ;  this  Department  also  has  special  toilet  accommodations  and 
locker  space. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  building  on  the  first  floor,  is  a  com- 
plete Practical  Arts  Department  consisting  of  sewing  room,  bed- 
room, domestic  science  room  and  dining  room. 

On  the  top  floor,  there  are  eight  class  rooms  seating  from: 
forty  to  forty-two  pupils  each. 

The  wardrobes  throughout  the  grade  and  other  rooms,  are 
wardrobes  designed  especially  for  the  purpose  of  placing  them 
under  direct  control  and  supervision  of  the  teacher  and  providing 
as  they  do  for  their  being  heated  and  ventilated  in  connection 
with  the  class  rooms  without  requiring  additional  flues  or  heating 
apparatus. 


450  DESCRIPTION  OF  QUINCY  STREET  SCHOOL 

Every  room  is  planned  so  as  to  get  the  black  board  surface 
at  the  front  of  the  pupil  as  well  as  at  the  rear.  Glass  surface 
amounts  to  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  floor  area  and  arranged  so 
as  to  get  a  meximum  of  glass  surface  with  a  minimum  of  pier  sur- 
face thereby  permitting  no  shadows  or  defective  lights  to  be  cast 
into  the  rooms.  All  corners  of  jambs  and  angles  of  walls  and  cei- 
lings are  coved  and  rounded  and  a  sanitary  base  is  provided.  There 
are  no  mouldings  or  ledges  upon  which  dust  can  accumulate.  All 
toilet  fixtures  are  ventilated  andaresanitary  in  character ;  bubblin.^ 
cup,  drinking  fountains,  etc.,  are  provided. 

The  construction  of  the  building  is  what  is  known  as  semi- 
fireproof,  that  is  the  corridors  and  staircases  and  all  walls  anr'. 
partitions  in  connection  therewith  are  absolutely  fireproof,  while 
the  floors  of  class  rooms  are  of  wooden  beams  and  ordinary  cons- 
truction. Care  has  been  taken  to  make  the  building  as  safe  as 
possible  to  devise  under  present  known  practice.  As  little  wood- 
work as  is  possible  has  been  used  on  the  interior  of  the  building ; 
the  plastering  has  been  applied  directly  to  the  hollow  brick  which 
has  two  cells  making  the  outside  walls  therefore,  dry  and  warm. 
Metal  ceilings  are  provided  for.  The  heating  and  ventilating  ap- 
paratus has  been  designed  to  provide  at  least  thirty  cubic  feet  of 
fresh  air  per  minute  per  pupil  through  the  building  with  a  guaran- 
teed positive  removal  of  foul  air  equal  to  eighty  per  cent  of  the 
supply.     This  includes  toilet  rooms  as  well  as  class  rooms. 

A  fact  that  is  of  great  interest  is  that  this  building  is  being 
constructed  at  a  cdst  per  cubic  foot  very  much  less  than  any  other 
school  building  similar  in  character  and  construction  in  the  New 
England  States ;  the  average  cost  per  cubic  foot  of  building  like 
this  is  from  seventeen  to  eighteen  cents  per  cubic  foot ;  there  are 
424,800  cubic  feet  and  the  total  contracts  to  date  exclusive  of 
equipment  but  including  architect's  fees,  heating  and  ventila- 
ting, plumbing  and  electric  work  is  a  little  less  than  $55,000,  mak- 
ing the  cost  per  cubic  foot  about  thirteen  cents.  This  alone  is  a 
remarkable  achievement  and  something  for  which  the  tax  payers 
should  be  congratulated.
